) I have the honour, in compliance with the 
requirements of the Registration of Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages Act, 1854, 17 and 18 Vict., c. 80, to submit the 
Sixty-third Annuat Reporr on the Registration Statistics of 
Scotland, being those applicable to the year 1917, with three 
Appendices, (1) on the Vaccination of Children whose births 
were registered during the year 1916, (2) a Supplementary 
and Detailed Report on the Marriages registered during the 
year 1916, and (3) a Report on the Meteorological Observa- 
tions of the year 1917. The principal Report and the two 
first-mentioned Appendices have been prepared by Dr. James 
Craufurd Dunlop, Superintendent of Statistics, while the 
last-mentioned Appendix has been prepared by Mr. A. Watt, 
_M.A., F.RS.E., Secretary to the Scottish Meteorological 
Society. 


In submitting the Report, I have with much regret to 
advert to the great loss sustained by this Department 
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through the death, on 7th March last, of Sir James Patten 
MacDougall, K.C.B., Deputy-Clerk Register and Registrar- 
General for Scotland. During his tenure of office he 
successfully carried the Department through a_ highly 
arduous period, including operations connected with the 
introduction of Old Age Pensions, National Health Insurance, 
the Census of Scotland (1911), and, latterly, National Regis- 
tration, 


The submission of this Report is nearly a year late, but 
the delay was unavoidable, being due to war-time depletion 
of staff, and to the services of the Superintendent of Statistics 
having been requisitioned for national purposes elsewhere. 


In the present Report, as in those of the two immedi- 
ately preceding years, it has been found expedient, in the 
interests of economy in printing, to represent the tables of 
local statistics in condensed form.

REPORT ON THE BIRTHS, DEATHS, AND MAR- 
RIAGES REGISTERED IN SCOTLAND DURING 
THE YEAR 1917. 


In this Report, which deals more particularly with the vital 
statistics of Scotland for the year 1917, the following, among other. 
statistical facts, may be noted :— ; 

The population of Scotland at the middle a the year 1917 is 
estimated at 4,854,738. This estimate is 80,430 more than that of 
the population at the middle of the previous year, and 93,834 more 
than the population of Scotland in 1911 as ascertained by census. 
Hstimates of the size of the population are made with no 
confidence for two reasons, the one the time that has elapsed since 
the taking of the last census, and the other the uncertainty of war 
conditions on the size and distribution of the population in 
Scotland. (Table 1.) 

Births registered during the year numbered 97,441, which is less 
than in all years since 1856. ‘This number is 25,178 less than the 
mean of those of the ten preceding years. (T'able 1.) 

The birth-rate of the year was 20-07 per thousand, which is the 
lowest. yet recorded. It is 5°83 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years, and 15:55 less than that of 1876, in which year 
the Scottish birth-rate attained a maximum. (Table 2.) 

Illegitimate children whose births were registered during the year 
numbered 7295. ‘This number is 1466 less than the mean of those 
of the ten preceding years. These children constituted 7:49 per 
cent. of the total children registered, which rate, though 0°35 more 
than the mean of those of the ten preceding years, is less than that 
of 1911, and less than those of all years previous to 1892. (T'ables 
1 and 2.) 

Marriages registered numbered 30,482, which number is 2180 
less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years, and less than 
those of all years since 1896, 1909 excepted. (Table 1.) 

The marriage-rate of the year was 6°28 per thousand, which is 
0-62 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. It is 
the lowest Scottish marriage-rate since 1887. (T'able 2.) 

Deaths registered numbered 69,483, which is 5017 less than the 
mean of the numbers of the ten preceding years, and is less than 
the number registered in all years since 1868. (Table 1.) 

The death-rate of the year was 14:31 per thousand. It is the 
lowest Scottish annual death-rate yet recorded. It is 1-43 less than 
the mean of those of the ten preceding years. ‘This is the second 
year in which the national death-rate has been less than 15, and, as 
a contrast, it may be noted that in the years 1857 to 1880 this rate 
was constantly over 20. (Table 2.) 

The infantile mortality rate of the year was 107°5 per thousand 
registered births. It is 3-4 less than the mean of those of the ten 
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preceding years, and less than those of all years since 1855, those 
of 1912 and 1916 excepted. (Table 2.) 

Continuing the practice of recent years, an endeavour has been 
made to verify the ages of all reputed centenarians whose deaths 
wereregistered. There were six such deaths during the year, and1n 
two of them satisfactory proof of attainment of age 100 was 
obtained, while in the remaining four no such proof was available. 
During the last eight years the deaths of 103 reputed centenarians 
have been registered ; in 37 instances the attainment of age 100 or 
more has been found, and in 8 instances contradicted, while in 58 
instances proof of age could not be found. 

An examination of the causes of death shows that the numbers of 
-deaths attributed to enteric fever, diphtheria, and tuberculosis were 
smaller in this than in all previous years. Deaths from malignant 
disease were more numerous in this than in all previous years. 
Deaths from phthisis, though somewhat more than in the year 
1914, were fewer than in all other years. (Table 39.) 

Appendix I. deals with the vaccination of children whose births 
were registered in 1916, and in it the conspicuous feature of the 
vaccination statistics is the continued increase in the proportion of 
children exempted from vaccination by reason of parental 
conscientious objection, with the consequent reduction in the 
proportion successfully vaccinated. Of the children born in 1916, 
and surviving at the time of compulsory vaccination, 35-2 per cent. 
were exempted from vaccination through this cause, while only 
57-9 per cent. were successfully vaccinated. Before the passing of 
the Vaccination (Scotland) Amendment Act approximately six 
children in a hundred escaped vaccination, but of those whose 
births were registered in 1916 approximately 42 in each hundred | 
did so. (Tables 50 and 61.) 

Appendix IT. deals with further statistics regarding the marriages 
registered in Scotland in the year 1916. The more outstanding 
facts recorded in it are a continued great frequency of irregular 
marriages, and the marriage of a comparatively large number of 
widows. Irregular marriages numbered 5962, and, although 1458 
fewer than in the previous year, are more than in all other preceding 
years. Marriages of widows numbered 2174; in 1915 they num- 
bered 1879, but in no other previous year more than 1726. Of the 
total regular marriages of the year, 74:3 per cent. were celebrated 
according to the rites of one of the three principal Presbyterian 
churches. (Tables 13 to 15.) 








Taste A.—Population of Scotland and its Groups of Public Health Districts in 1917. 
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ESTIMATED POPULATION OF SCOTLAND, 1917. 


The population of Scotland at the middle of the year 1916 was 
estimated at 4,824,308. Between then and the middle of the year 
1917 the natural increase, the excess of living children born over 
persons dying, was 30,967, but during the same time there was a 
loss of population amounting to 5387 by excess of emigration over 
immigration, and basing on these three figures the population at 
the middle of 1917 is estimated at 4,854,738. This estimate makes 
no allowance for the movement of Scottish troops from Scotland to 
England or Ireland or with the expeditionary forces, information 
regarding such movements not being available. This estimate 1s 
30,430 in excess of that for the year 1916, and 1s 93,834 more than 
the Scottish population as ascertained by the census of 1911. 
(Table 1.) 

The male population is estimated at 2,354,345, and the female 
population at 2,500,398, these estimates being made on the 
assumption that the ratio of males to females remains as found by 
the census of 1911. | 

The collective population of the larger burghs, those with censal 
populations of over 30,000, is estimated at 2,388,157 ; of the smaller 
burghs, those with censal populations of less than 30,000, at 
950,496; and of the county, or extra-burghal, public health 
districts at 1,516,085. 


BIRTH STATISTICS. 


The births of 97,441 living children were registered during the 
year 1917. This number is less than those of all years since the 
institution of national registration, and that is since 1854, that of 
the year 1855 excepted, the number in that year, the first of 
registration, being incomplete. The number of registered births 
of the year is 12,501 less than that of the previous year, 20,832 less 
than the mean of those of the five preceding years, 25,173 less than 
the mean of those of the ten preceding years, and 36,084 less than 
that of 1903, in which year the,largest number of births was regis- 
tered. Compared with the figure of 1903, that of 1917 is 27-0 per 
cent. less. (T'able 1.) 

Of the children registered, 50,011 were male, and 47,430 were 
female. Compared with the number of the previous year, that of 
male children is 6460 less, and that of the female children is 6041 
less. Compared with the mean of the numbers of the five preceding 
years, that of the male children is 10,435 less, and that of the 
female children is 10,396 less. Compared with the mean of the 
numbers of the ten preceding years, that of the male children is 
12,599 less, and that of the female children is 12,574 less. Com- 
pared with the number of the year 1903, that of the male children 
is 18,076 less, and that of the female children is 18,008 less. 
(Table 1.) . 

The ratio of male to female children was 105-4 to 100.‘ This 
ratio is 0-2 less than that of the previous year, but is 0°8 more than 
the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 1:0 more than the 
mean of those of the ten preceding years. During the preceding 30 
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years this ratio was more than 106 to 100 twice, more than 105 but 
less than 106 to 100 nine times, more than 104 but less than 105 to 
100 fifteen times, and less than 104 to 100 four times. (T'able 2.) 

The Scottish birth-rate for 1917 was 20:07 per thousand. ‘This 
rate is 2°72 less than that of the previous year, 4:76 less than the 
mean of the birth-rates of the preceding five years, and 5:83 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. In 1876 the 
Scottish birth-rate attained a maximum of 35°62, and compared 
with it the birth-rate of 1917 is 15-55, or 43-7 per cent., less. It is 
the lowest annual Scottish birth-rate yet recorded, the previous 
lowest being that of the year 1916, which was 22°79. (Table 2.) 

The male birth-rate of the year per 1000 of the estimated male 
population was 21-23, and the female birth-rate per 1000 of the 
estimated female population was 18-97 ; the former is 2-91, and the 
latter 2°55, less than in the previous year. 

In the counties, burghs included, the annual birth-rate ranged 
from 25-5 in Linlithgow, 23-3 in Dumbarton, 23-2 in Lanark, 22-4 
in Renfrew, and 21-9 in Ayr, to 11-6 in Bute, 12-0 in Selkirk, 12-1 
in Shetland, 12-7 in Peebles, and 13-4 in Argyll and in Sutherland. 
In 9 counties this rate exceeded 20 per 1000; in 16 it was more than 
15 but less than 20; and in 8, more than 10 but less than 15. 
(Table 7.) 

Births registered in the larger burghs numbered in all 47,761; in 
the smaller burghs, 18,308; and in the county districts, 31,372. 
The births registered in the larger burghs constituted 49-0 per cent. 
of the total; those registered in the smaller burghs, 18°8 per cent. ; 
and those registered in the county districts, 32-2 per cent. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the birth-rate of the year 
was 20-00 per thousand, which is 3-20 less than in the previous 
year. In these burghs taken individually this rate ranged from 
26°9 in Coatbridge and in Greenock, 26:2 in Motherwell, and 25-6 
in Clydebank and in Hamilton, to 13-9 in Perth, 14:8 in-idin- 
burgh,, 15-6 in Dundee, and 16°5 in Kirkcaldy. In Glasgow this 
rate was 21°8; in Paisley, 19-8; in Leith, 19-6; in Ayr, 18-9; in 
Kilmarnock, 17-8; in Falkirk, 17-6; and in Aberdeen, 17:4. In 5 
of these burghs the birth-rate exceeded 25 per 1000; in 1 it was 
more than 20 but less than 25; in 8, more than 15 but less than 20; 
and in 2 it Was less than 15. (Table 4.) 

In the smaller burghs taken collectively the annual birth-rate 
was 19-26 per thousand, which is 2°48 less than in the previous 
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year, and is 0°74 less than in the larger burghs. In these burghs 
taken separately, and excluding those with populations of less than 
a thousand, this rate varied from 32°6 in Ardrossan, 32-0 in Kail- 
winning, 31:3 in Port-Glasgow, 30:4 in Saltcoats, and 29-7 in 
Armadale, to 6-9 in Melrose, 7:7 in Largs, 8-0 in Bridge of Allan 
and in Duns, 8-2 in Whithorn, and 8-7 in Charlestown of Aberlour. 
In 4 of these burghs the birth-rate was more than 30; in 17, more 
than 25 but less than 30; in 33, more than 20 but less than 25; in 
50, more than 15 but less than 20; in 45, more than 10 but less 
than 15; and in 16, more than 5 but less than 10. (T'able 5.) 

In the county, or extra-burghal, districts taken collectively the 
annual birth-rate was 20°69. This rate is 2°10 less than in the 
previous year. It is 0°69 higher than that of the larger burghs 
taken collectively, and 1-43 higher than that of the smaller burghs 
taken collectively. In these districts taken individually the birth- 
rate of the year ranged from 29-8 in Annan District of Dumfries, 
99-2 in Bathgate District of Linlithgow, 29:0 in Middle Ward 
District of Lanark, and 27-3 in South Ronaldshay District of 
Orkney, to 7°8 in Ardnamurchan District of Argyll, 8-6 in Western 
District of Ross and Cromarty, 10-4 in Cowal District of Argyll, 
and 11-1 in Mainland District of Shetland and in North Isles 
District of the same county. In 6 of these districts the birth-rate 
was more than 25 but less than 30; in 26, more than 20 but !ess 
than 25; in 44, more than 15 but less than 20; in 28, more than 10 
but less than 15; and in 2, less than 10.* (Table 6.) 

The Scottish birth-rate of the year expressed as per 1000 of the 
estimated number of women of child-bearing age, 15 to 45, was 
83:4, and is 11°3 less than in the previous year. In the larger 
burghs taken collectively this rate was 78-6; in the smaller burghs, 
79-2: and in the county districts, 95-1. Compared with the rate 
of the previous year, that of the larger burghs is 17-7 less; of the 
smaller burghs, 15-2 less; and that of the county districts, 15-6 less. 
In the larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 131-7 
in Coatbridge, 125-5 in Motherwell, and 120-7 in Hamilton, to 
51-7 in Perth, 52°6 in Edinburgh, and 57:8 in Dundee. In Clyde- 
bank this rate was 116-0; in Greenock, 114-2; in Glasgow, 86°1; in

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Falkirk, 83-0; in Leith, 80:2; in Paisley, 75:3; in Ayr, 73-0; in 
Kilmarnock, 72°3; in Aberdeen, 68°5; and in Kirkcaldy, 66:3. 
(Table 8.) 

Of the 97,441 children whose births were registered, 90,146, or 
92°51 per cent., were legitimate, while 7295, or 7:49 per cent., 
were illegitimate. The legitimate children of the year number 
11,999 less than in the previous year, 19,709 less than the mean of 
the numbers of the five preceding years, and 28,707 less than the 
mean of those of the ten preceding years. ‘The number of 
illegitimate children registered during the year is 502 less than in 
the previous year, 1123 less than the mean of the numbers of the 
five preceding years, and 1466 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. ‘The numbers both of legitimate and of 
illegitimate children are less than in all previous years since the 
institution of national registration, subject to one exception, which 
is that the registered legitimate children of this year number more 
than those of the year 1855, when the birth registration was new 
and incomplete. (Tables 1 and 2.) 

The legitimate birth-rate expressed as per thousand of the 
estimated population was 18°6, which rate in the larger burghs 
taken collectively was 18:4; in the smaller burghs, 17-9; and in the 
county districts, 19-2. In the previous year these four rates were 
21-2, 21-6, 20°3, and 21:0 respectively. 

The legitimate birth-rate of the year expressed as per thousand 
of the estimated number of married women of child-bearing age, 
15 to 45, was 181-1, which is 25-4 less than in the previous year. 
This rate was first published in these reports in 1902, and since 
then it has been found to be a declining quantity. In 1902, 19038, 
and 1904 it was more than 260 per thousand ; from 1905 to 1909 it 
varied between 248-3 and 258-1; from 1910 to 1914 it was between 
231-0 and 238°3 ; in 1915 it was 216-5; in 1916, 206-5; and in 1LOLT., 
the year now under review, it was 181-1. In the larger burghs 
taken collectively this rate was 169; in the smaller burghs, 179; 
and in the county districts, 205; in the previous year these three 
figures were 198, 202, and 224 respectively. In the counties this 
rate varied from 281 in Orkney, 230 in Ross and Cromarty, 217 in 
Linlithgow and in Inverness, and 206 in Dumbarton and in 
Dumfries, to 117 in Selkirk, 123 in Peebles, 129 in Bute, 183 in 
Roxburgh, 142 in Forfar, and 146 in Midlothian. In the larger 
burghs taken individually this rate varied from 231 in Greenock, 
229 in Coatbridge, 205 in Motherwell, and 204 in Hamilton, to 
125 in Perth, 181 in Dundee, and 133 in Edinburgh. (Table 8.) 

The illegitimate birth-rate of the year, expressed as per thousand 
of the estimated number of unmarried and widowed women of 
child-bearing age, was 10-9. This rate is 0-8 less than in the 
previous year, 1916, and 1:0 less than in 1915. In the larger 
burghs taken collectively this rate was 10-8; in the smaller burghs, 
9-4; and in the county districts, 12:1. In the counties this rate 
varied from 18-9 in Wigtown, 18-5 in Banff, 18-2 in Kincardine 
and 18-0 in Dumfries, to 4:8 in Shetland, 4-9 in Bute, 6-9 in Rose 
and Cromarty and in Selkirk, and 7-0 in Sutherland. In the 
larger burghs this rate varied from 15-8 in Hamilton, 14:3 in 
Coatbridge, 14-2 in Falkirk, and 13-9 in Aberdeen, to 6:8 in Clyde- 
bank, 7-1 in Paisley, 82 in Edinburgh, and 8-4 in Perth. 
(Table 8.) 
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The illegitimate birth-rate of the year expressed as per thousand 
of the general population was 1:5, which ts 0-1 less than in the 
previous year. In the larger burghs this rate was 1:6; in the 
smaller burghs, 1:3; and in the county districts, 1:5. 

The rate of illegitimacy expressed as per cent. of the total births 
was 7:49. This rate is 0-40 more than that of the previous year, 
0-38 more than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 
0°35 more than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. It 
is higher than in any year since 1911, and higher than in the years 
1892 to 1910, but is lower than in all years previous to 1892. 
(Table 2.) 

In the counties, burghs included, this rate ranged from 15-9 per 
cent. in Wigtown, 14°5 in Nairn, 12-7 in Dumfries, and 12°6 in 
Caithness, to 4:5 in Dumbarton, 5-0 in Linlithgow, 5:3 in Renfrew, 
and 5-8 in Ross and Cromarty. In 18 counties this rate exceeded 
10 per cent. ; in 19 it was more than 5 but less than 10; and in one 
only was it less than 5. (Table 7.) | es 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 7°85, which 
is 1:05 more than in the previous year. In them taken individually 
this rate ranged from 11:9 in Aberdeen, 11:2 in Dundee, 10°5 in 
Ayr, and 10-2 in Perth, to 2°5 in Clydebank, 4:4°in Motherwell, 
and 4°9 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow this rate was 7:4 per cent., 
and in Edinburgh, 10-1. (Table 4.) 

In the smaller burghs taken collectively this rate was 6°95 per 
cent., which is 0:07 more than in the previous year. In them 
taken individually, and excluding those with populations of less 
than 1000, this rate varied from 33:3 per cent. in Old Meldrum and 
in Lochmaben, 25-0 in Stonehaven, 23:3 in North Berwick, and 
923-1 in Rothes, to 0 in nine of them. ‘There are 165 of these 
burghs with populations of over 1000, and in 6 of them this rate 
exceeded 20; in 21 it was more than 15 but less than 20; in 31, 
more than 10 but less than 15; in 56, more than 5 but less than 10; 
and in 51, less than 5. (Tables 4 and 5.) 

In the county districts taken collectively this rate was 7:25, 
which is 0:44 less than in the previous year. In them taken 
individually it varied from 21:4 in Lower Deeside District of 
Kincardine, 17-1 in Keith District of Banff, 16-7 in County 
District of Nairn, 16°6 in Rhins District of Wigtown, and 16-1 in 
Islay District of Argyll, to 2-0 in Northern District of Kirkeud- 
bright and in North Isles District of Shetland, 2-9 in Lochaber 
District of Inverness, and 3:0 in Lews District of Ross and 
Cromarty. In 11 of these districts this rate exceeded 15 per 
thousand; in 31 it was more than 10 but less than 15; in 42, more 
than 5 but less than 10; and in 22, less than 5. (Tables 4 and 6.) 

Of the 97,441 living children whose births were registered 
during the year, 2548, or 2°61 per cent., were twins, and 21, or 
0-02 per cent., triplets, twins amounting to | in 38 of the total, and 
triplets to 1 in 4640 of the total. From these figures it may be 
deduced that 96,153 women gave birth to living children during 
the year, and that in 94,872, or 98-67 per cent., the birth was 
single, while in 1281, or 1:33 per cent., it was multiple. One 
birth in 75 was a twin birth, and one in 18,736 a triplet birth; in 
the previous year one in 76 was a twin birth, and one in 18,089 a 
triplet birth. In these numbers only living children are taken

into account, stillborn children not being recorded in the death 
registers, and consequently a birth of two children in this compu- 
tation counts as a single birth if one of the children be stillborn,

years previous to the 
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and a birth of triplets counts as one of twins, or as a single birth, 
if one or if two of the children are stillborn. (Tables 1 and 2.) 

The Scottish birth-rate in the first quarter of the year was 21-2 
per thousand; in the second quarter, 21-6; in the third quarter, 
18-8; and in the fourth quarter, 18-6.- Compared with the rate of 
the corresponding quarter of 1916, that of the first quarter is 1-6 
less ; that of the second quarter, 3-4 less; that of the third quarter, 
3°6 less; and that of the fourth quarter, 2-4 less. (Table 3.) 

The monthly birth-rate varied from 21-8 in April and in May, 
and 21-6 in January, to 17-4 in September, 18-1 in December, and 
18-3 in November. In June this rate was 21:4; in March, 21-0; 
in 5 ee 20-9; in October, 19-5; and in August, 18-8. (Table 
48. 

Table C (2) has been constructed to show the changes in the 
Scottish birth- and marriage-rates during the period of the war, in 
it each rate being compared with the pre-war average. These 
comparisons show that the birth-rates of all months of the year 
1917 were less than pre-war average. The annual birth-rate of 
1917 is 5:7, or 22:1 per cent., less than the pre-war average; that 
of the month of September is found to be 7:0, or 28°7 per cent., 
less; and that of the month of December, 6:8, or 27:3 per cent., 
less. The rates of January and February are those showing the 
smallest diminutions, the former being 4:2, or 16-3 per cent., and 
the latter 4-7, or 18-4 per cent., less than pre-war average. 

The birth-rate of the year in England and Wales was 17:8, and 
in Ireland 19-9, the former being 2°3, and the latter 0-2, less than 
the Scottish rate. 


MARRIAGE STATISTICS. 


In conformity with the scheme of these reports, the marriage 
statistics of the year 1917 fall to be dealt with in two portions, the 
one in this Report, and the other in that for the year 1918. The 
portion of the marriage statistics of 1917 dealt with in this Report 
consists of numbers of marriages and marriage-rates in Scotland 
and its divisions, while the further, and more detailed statistics, 
including the church of celebration, the ages of the persons 
married, etc., will be dealt with as an Appendix to the subsequent 
Report, in the same manner as the detailed marriage statistics for 
the year 1916 are given as an Appendix to this Report. 

Marriages registered in Scotland during the year 1917 numbered 
30,482. This number is 937 less than that of the previous year, 
3290 less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 
2180 less than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. It is 
smaller than in all years since 1896, 1909 excepted. The 
maximum number of marriages registered in Scotland in any one 
vear was in 1915, that number being 36,233, compared with which 
number that of this year is 5751 less. (Table 1.) 

The marriage-rate of the year was 6:28 per thousand. It is 0-25 
less than that of the previous year, 0°81 less than the mean of those 
of the five preceding years, 0-62 less than the mean of those of the 
ten preceding years, and 1-29 less than that of 1915, which is the 
highest rate in recent years—since 1874. (Table 2.) 
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Of the 30,482 marriages registered during the year, 18,699, or 
61-3 per cent., were registered in the larger burghs; 5875, or 19:3 
per cent., in the smaller burghs ; and 5908, or 19-4 per cent., the 
county districts. In the larger burghs the marriage-rate of the 
year was 7:83; in the smaller burghs, 6-18; and in the county 
districts, 3-90. Compared with the number registered in the 
previous year, the marriages registered in the larger burghs are 
683, or 3°5 per cent., less ; those registered in the smaller burghs are 
93, or 1:6 per cent., less; and those in the county districts, 225, or 
3-7 per cent., less. The marriage-rate in the larger burghs is 0°34 
less than in the previous year; that in the smaller burghs, 0-15 
less: and that in the county districts, 0-16 less. (Table 4.) 

In the counties, burghs included, the marriage-rate varied from 
8-0 in Midlothian and in Nairn, 7°6 in Dumfries, and 7:4 in 
Lanark, to 2°5 in Sutherland, 3-1 in Argyll, 3°3 in Bute, 3°9 in 
Linlithgow, and 4:0 in Peebies, in Ross and Cromarty, and in 
Haddington. In 14 counties the marriage-rate was 5 per thousand 
or more, but in 19 counties it was less than that. ( Table 3 

In the larger burghs taken individually the marriage-rate varied 
from 9:5 in Edinburgh, 8°3 in Glasgow, and 8-1 in Aberdeen and in 
Perth, to 4:6 in Clydebank, 5-1 in Falkirk, 5:4 in Motherwell, 5-7 
in Hamilton, and 5-8 in Coatbridge. In Greenock this rate was 
7-0: in Dundee, 7:0; in Ayr, 6:7; in Leith, 6:5; in Kirkcaldy, 6-2; 
in Paisley, 6-1; and in Kilmarnock, 6:1. (Table 4.) 

The marriage-rates of the smaller burghs and of the county 
districts are given in Tables 5 and 6. They, and indeed those of 
the larger burghs and of the counties, may be indicative af the 
frequency of celebration of marriage within the particular areas, 
but cannot be accepted as an indication of the frequency of 
marriage in the populations of those areas, because of the frequency 
of removal from smaller burghs and county districts to larger 
burghs, and from county districts to smaller burghs, for the 
purpose of marriage. 

The Scottish marriage-rate in the first quarter of the year was 
6-1; in the second quarter, 6:0; in the third quarter, 6:4; and in the 
fourth quarter, 6-6. Compared with the rate of the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year, that of the first quarter is 1-1 less, and 
that of the second quarter is 0-4 less, but that of the third quarter 
is of the same amount, while that of the fourth quarter is 0-4 more. 
(Table 3.) 

~The monthly marriage-rate during the year varied from 8°5 in 
January, 8:4 in December, and 8-3 in June, to 3:4 in May, 4°6 in 
March, and 5-1 in February. In July this rate was 7-6; in- April, 
6:6; in September, 6:0; in October, 6:0; in August, 5°5; and in 
November, 5:3. When the marriage-rates of the months are 
compared with the pre-war averages, it is found that those of June 
July, and December show large diminutions, and those of J anuary, 
March, April, and September smaller diminutions, while those of 
February, May, August, October, and November show increases. 

The marriage-rate of the year in England and Wales was 6-9 
and in Ireland 4-9, the former being 0-6 more, but the latter b4 
less,.than the Scottish rate. 
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DEATH STATISTICS. 


Deaths registered in Scotland during the year 1917 numbered 
69,483. This number is 1157 less than in the previous year, 4764 
less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, 5017 less 
than the mean of those of the preceding ten years, and 14,090 less 
than that of the year 1891, in which the largest number in any one 
year was recorded. It is the smallest number of deaths registered 
in any year since 1868. (Table 1.) 

The death-rate of the year was 14:31 per thousand. This rate 
is 0-33 less than that of the previous year, 1:27 less than the mean 
of those of the five preceding years, and 1-43 less than the mean of 
those of the ten preceding years. It is the lowest annual Scottish 
death-rate yet recorded, the previous lowest, the only other less 
than 15 per thousand, being that of the previous year, 1916. The 
highest recorded death-rate is that of 1864, which was 23-58, and 
compared with it that of this year is 9:27, or 39-3 per cent., less. 
(Table 2.) 

Deaths of males during the year numbered 35,361, and of 
females 34,122. The deaths of males are 288 fewer than in the 
previous year, 1857 less than the mean of the numbers of the 
preceding five years, and 1855 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. Those of females are 869 fewer than in the 
previous year, 2907 less than the mean of the numbers of the 
preceding five years, and 3162 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. The death-rate in the male population was 
15-02, and in the female population 13-65, both of which rates are 
the lowest recorded, the previous lowest being those of 1916, the 
male death-rate of that year being 15-24, and the female, 14-08. 
(Tables 1 and 2.) 

The 69,483 registered deaths include those of 599 persons who 
died in Scotland from disease or injury connected with war service 
and originating at sea or outwith Scotland. These 599 deaths, 
while being included in the national statistics, are excluded from all 
local statistics. 

When dealing in this Report .with the death statistics of 
counties, burghs, and county districts, either singly or collectively, 
three death-rates are given. The first, the crude death-rate, is 
based on the number of deaths actually registered and is unadjusted 
or corrected in any manner. The second is the corrected death- 
rate, which is based on the registered number of deaths corrected 
_ to include deaths of residents occurring elsewhere in Scotalnd and 
to exclude deaths of non-resident persons. The third rate is both 
corrected and adjusted, the adjustment being one to compensate 
for any differences there may be between the age and sex distribu- 
tion of the local population and that of Scotland generally. The 
first of those rates is a measure of the frequency of death within 
the particular area, and the second a measure of the frequency of 
death among the population of the particular area, while the third 
of these rates is a statistical quantity useful for the purposes of 
comparison, as it indicates the chance of death uncomplicated by 
variation in age and sex distribution. 

In the counties the crude death-rate of the year varied from 18-7 
in Dumfries, 16-7 in Argyll and in Orkney, 16-3 in Inverness, 16-2 
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in Bute, and 16-0 in Sutherland, to 11-0 in Peebles, 11:3 in Selkirk, 
11:5 in Berwick, and 11-9 in Linlithgow and in Haddington. In 
12 counties the crude death-rate was more than 15 but less than 
90, while in the remaining 21 it was more than 10 but less than 15. 
(Table 7.) 

In the counties the corrected death-rate varied from 17-4 1n 
Dumfries, 17-1 in Orkney, 16:9 in Bute, 16-4 in Sutherland, and 
16:1 in Argyll, to 11-5 in Peebles, 12:0 in Selkirk, 12-1 in Had- 
dington, and 12°3 in Fife, in Nairn, and in Stirling. In 28 
counties this rate was more than 10 but less than 15, while in the 
remaining 10 it was more than 15 but less than 20. (Table 7.) 

The corrected and adjusted county death-rates varied from 16-1 
in Dumfries, 15-9 in Lanark, 14-9 in Midlothian, 14:7 in Clack- 
mannan, and 14:5 in Renfrew, to 10-9 in Nairn, 11-1 in Peebles, 
11-3 in Berwick and in Shetland, 11-7 in Sutherland, and 11°8 in 
Caithness. In 31 counties this rate was more than 10 but less 
than 15, while in 2 only was it more than 15. In 4 counties this 
rate was more than the national death-rate, while in 29 it was 
lower. (Table 7.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the crude death-rate was 
15:02: the corrected death-rate, 14:77; and the corrected ‘and 
adjusted death-rate, 15-77, the last-named being 0-11 less than in 
the previous year and 1-46 more than the national rate. In them 
taken individually the crude death-rate varied from 17:3 in Perth, 
15-9 in Edinburgh, 15:7 in Ayr and in Coatbridge, 15:6 in 
Greenock, and 15:5 in Glasgow, to 9:0 in Clydebank, 11:9 in Leith, 
12-1 in Motherwell, 12°3 in Kirkcaldy, and 12-6 in Hamilton. In 
them the corrected death-rate varied from 16-0 in Coatbridge, 15-4 
in Leith, 15-1 in Greenock and in Glasgow, and 14:9 in Edinburgh, 
~ to 11°3 in Clydebank, 13:4 in Falkirk, 13-6 in Motherwell, and 13°8 
in Paisley, in Kirkcaldy, and in Ayr. The corrected and adjusted 
death-rates of these burghs varied from 17:4 in Coatbridge, 16°6 in 
Glasgow, 16:1 in Leith, and 15:5 in Edinburgh and in Kilmarnock, 
to 13-0 in Clydebank, 14-0 in Ayr, 14:1 in Kirkealdy, 14-4 in Perth, 
and 14:7 in Aberdeen and in Falkirk. In 13 of these burghs the 
corrected and adjusted death-rate exceeded the national death- 
rate; in 38, Clydebank, Ayr, and Kirkcaldy, it was- less. 

(Table 4.)

In these burghs the corrected 
death-rate ranged from 26:6 in Inverbervie, 24-5 in Cullen, 24-1 in 
Callander, 23-9 in Kinghorn and in Lochmaben, and 23-1 in Strom- 
hess, to 7-0 in Darvel, 7-3 in Markinch, 8°3 in Dysart, 8°6 in Miln- 
gavie, 9-0 in Aberfeldy, 9-4 in Buckhaven, Methil, and Innerleven, 
and 9-6 in Troon. The corrected and adjusted death-rate in these 
burghs ranged from 23-3 in Inverbervie, 22-9 in Kinghorn, 22:6 in 
Dumfries, 21:3 in Callander and in Charlestown of Aberlour, and 
21-2 in Ardrossan, to 6:3 in Markinch, 7-8 in Aberfeldy and in 
Darvel, 8-1 in Dysart, 9-0 in Newport, and 9-1 in Carnoustie, in 
Grantown-on-Spey, and in Milngavie. In 7 of these burghs the 
corrected and adjusted death-rate was over 20; in 47, more than 15 
but less than 20; in 96, more than 10 but less than 15; and in 15, 
more than 5 but less than 10.

In the county districts taken collectively the crude death-rate of 
the year was 13-51; the corrected death-rate, 13:17; and the 
corrected and adjusted death-rate, 12°32: the last-named being 
0:53 less than in the previous year, 1:99 less than the national 
rate, 3:45 less than the corrected and adjusted death-rate of the 
larger burghs, and 1-66 less than that of the smaller burghs.

The Scottish death-rate of the first quarter of the year was 18:2 ; 
of the second quarter, 15:3; of the third, 11:2; and of the fourth, 
12-5. Compared with that of the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year, the death-rate of the first quarter was 1-9 more; of 
the second quarter, 0-1 more; of the third quarter, 1-2 less; and of 
the fourth quarter, 2-2 less. (Table 3.) 

The Scottish monthly death-rate during the year varied from 
19-2 in February, 18°5 in January, 17°3 in April, and 17-0 in 
March, to 10-4 in September, 10-8 in August, and 11:8 in October. 
In May this rate was 15-2; in June, 13°6; in December, 13°5; in 
July, 12-4; and in November, 12°3. (Table 48.) 

The death-rate of the year in England and Wales was 14-4, and 
in Ireland 16:8, the former being 0-1 more, and the latter 2°5 more, 
than the Scottish rate.

Of the 69,483 persons whose deaths were registered during the 
year, 17,718, or 25:50 per cent., were aged less than 5; 29,460, or 
49-40 per cent., were aged more than 5 but less than 65; and 
22,274, or 32:06 per cent., were aged 65 or over. In 31 instances 
the age at death was not recorded in the registers. | Compared 
with the number in the previous year, that of deaths under 5 is 
394, or 2°3 per cent., more; of deaths over 5 but under 65, 896, or 
3-0 per cent., fewer; and of deaths at ages 65 and over, 655, or 2:9 
per cent., fewer. Deaths at all ages, those of unstated age 
included, were 1157, or 1:6 per cent., fewer than in the previous 
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year. Thus, using these large age-groups, it is found that it is only 
in age-group 0 to 4 that there was any increase of death as 
compared with the previous year. (Table 26.) » 

Of the 35,361 males whose deaths were registered during the 
year, 9672, or 27°36 per cent., were aged under 5; 15,397, or 43°53 
per cent., more than 5 but less than 65; and 10,261, or 29-02 per 
cent., over 65; of them 31, or 0-09 per cent., were of unstated age. 
Of the females whose deaths were registered, 8046, or 23-58 per 
cent., were aged under 5; 14,063, or 41-21 per cent., more than 5 
but less than 65; and 12,013, or 35-21 per cent., more than 65; the 
ages of all females dying were recorded. Thus the male deaths of 
the year, as is almost constantly the case, were both absolutely and 
relatively more numerous at the younger ages, and less so at the 
older ages, than the female deaths. (Table 26.) 

Hixcluding the deaths of the 31 persons whose age was 
unrecorded, it is found that the average age at death of all persons 
dying during the year was 41°90; of all males, 40°69; and of all 
. females, 44-20. Compared with that of the previous year, the 
average age at death of all persons is 0:89 less: of all males, 0-09 
less ; and of all females, 0-64 less. 

The average age at death of unmarried males, children included, 
was 17-7; of unmarried females, 22-9; of married males, 59-0; of 
married females, 52:9: of widowed males, 71:9; of widowed 
females, 73°3; of males of unstated conjugal condition, 53-5; and 
of females of unstated conjugal condition, 52-9. The average age 
at death of single and widowed males, and of married females, was 
the same in 1917 as in 1916, but those of married males, and of 
single and widowed females were slightly lower, being 0-1, 0-2, 
and 0-1 respectively less than in that year. ‘The foregoing figures 
of comparison show two apparent anomalies, the one that while the 
average age at death of all females is 0-64 less than in the previous 
year, those of single, married, and widowed taken separately show 
a maximum fall of 0-2, and the other that while the average age at 
death of all males is only 0:09 less than in the previous year, and 
that of all females is 0°64 less, that of the two sexes in combination 
is 0°89 less. The former apparent anomaly is explainable by, and 
may be attributed to, the fact that the proportion of widows, with

the previous year, and the latter apparent anomaly to the fact that 
the proportion of females, whose average age at death is higher 
than that of males, was less in this than in the previous year. In 
this, as in the previous year, the average age at death of single and 
of widowed males is less than those of single and widowed 
females, but the average age at death of married males is more 
than that of married females. yt 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 10,473. 
The births of 97,441 children were registered during the year, and 
thus the deaths of children of less than one year old equal an 
infantile mortality rate of 107-5 per thousand registered births. 
These deaths are 201 fewer than in the preceding year, but this 
rate, on account of the fewer births registered, is 10-4 higher. 
The infantile mortality rate of the year is 2°4 less than the mean of 
those of the five preceding years, and 3:4 less than the mean of 
those of the ten preceding years. The infantile mortality rate of 
this year, though higher than that of the previous year, 1916, is 
lower than those of all other preceding years, 1912 excepted. 
(Table 2.) 

Deaths of male children of less than one year old numbered 
5893, and equal an infantile mortality rate of 117-8 per thousand 
male births. The female infantile deaths numbered 4580, and 
equal an infantile death-rate of 96-6 per thousand female births. | 
The male infantile deaths are 77 fewer than in the previous year, 
but the male infantile death-rate igs 12:1 more. The female 
infantile deaths are 124 fewer than in the previous year, but the 
female infantile death-rate is 8-6 more. The female infantile 
deaths are 1318 fewer than the males, and the female infantile 
death-rate is 21-2 less than the male. 

In the counties, burghs included, the infantile death-rate of the 
year ranged from 120 in Lanark, 118 in Forfar, 114 in Kincardine, 
and 113 in Aberdeen and in Midlothian, to 38 in Peebles, 53 in 
Berwick and in Sutherland, 54 in Kinross, and 57 in Shetland. 
In one county this rate was 120; in 10, more than 100 but less than 
120; in 18, more than 80 but less than 100; in 4, more than 60 but 
less than 80; in 4, more than 40 but less than 60; and in 1, less 
than 40. (Table 7.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 123°8 per 
thousand registered births, which is 16-8 more than in the previous 
year ; 1t 1s, however, 20-5 less than in 1915. This rate is 16-3 more 
than that of Scotland. In these burghs taken individually this 
rate ranged from 139 in Aberdeen, 137 in Dundee, 182 in Perth, 
and 129 in Glasgow, to 92 in Greenock, 98 in Motherwell, 104 in 
Ayr, and 107 in Clydebank. In Kilmarnock this rate was 125; in 
Falkirk, 125; in Edinburgh, 128; in Paisley and in Leith, 115; in 
Coatbridge, 112; in Hamilton, 111; and in Kirkcaldy, 109. In 7 
of wes ae me ie exceeded 120 per thousand; in 7 it was 
more than ut less than 120; and in 2 j 
less than 100. (Table 4.) vt ae nore sa 

In the smaller burghs taken collectively the infantile mortality 
rate of the year was 98:8, which is 4:6 more than in the previous 
year. It 1s 8-7 less than the general infantile death-rate. and 25-0 
less than that in the larger burghs. There are 52 of these burghs 
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where 100 or more births were registered during the year, and, 
limiting to them, it is found that in them taken individually this 
rate varied from 191 in Kilsyth, 181 in Dumfries, 146 in 
Borrowstounness, 142 in Elgin, and 141 in Peterhead, to 9 in 
Prestwick, 38 in Troon, 48 in Buckie, and 55 in Annan. In 5 of 
these 52 burghs this rate was more than 140 per thousand; in 5, 
more than 120 but less than 140; in 13, more than 100 but less 
than 120; in 18, more than 80 but less than 100; in 7, moore than 
60 but less than 80; in 2, more than 40 but less than 60 anid: ine D , 
less than 40. (Tables 4 and 5.) 

In the county districts taken collectively the infantile mortality 
rate was 87-7 per thousand births, which is 4-6 more than in the 
previous year. This rate is 19-8 less than in Scotland generally, 
36°1 less than in the larger burghs, and 11:1 less than in the 
smaller burghs. In 73 county districts there were 100 or more 
births registered during the year, and, limiting to them, it is found 
that the infantile mortality rate varied from 151 in Turriff District 
of Aberdeen, 144 in Laurencekirk District of Kincardine, 133 in 
Thornhill District of Dumfries, 124 in Inverness District of 
Inverness, and 121 in Machars District of Wigtown, to 21 in 
Huntly District of Aberdeen, 30 in Eastern District of Berwick, 
36 in County District of Caithness, 36 in Skye District of Inver- 
ness, and 38 in Forfar District of Forfar. In 2 of these districts 
this rate was more than 140; in 3, more than 120 but less than 140: 
in 9, more than 100 but less than 120; in 22, more than 80 but 
less than 100; in 21, more than 60 but less than 80; in 11, more 
than 40 but less than 60; and in 5, more than 20 but less than 40. 
(Tables 4 and 6.) 

Deaths of persons aged 70 and upwards numbered 17,147, 7486 
being of males, and 9661 of females. These deaths are 601 fewer 
than in the previous year, those of men being 75 fewer, and those 
of women 526 fewer. The death-rate among men of these ages 
was 124:3 per thousand of the estimated male population of these 
ages, and among women of these ages 100-9 per thousand, that of 
the two sexes in combination being 110-0. These three rates are 
all lower than in the previous year, that of the male sex being 2-1 
lower, of the female sex 6-2 lower, and that of the two sexes taken 
together 4:5 lower. 

Deaths of reputed centenarians registered during the year 
numbered 6, the ages of 2 being returned as 100, and of 1 each as 
101, 108, 104, and 105. Of these, one aged 100 was a man, 
the remaining five were women. The usual endeavour has been 
made to verify the ages of these persons, with the result that in two 
instances the age was confirmed, while in four no sufficient 
evidence either in confirmation or contradiction was obtained. 
The two centenarians whose attainment of age 100 was confirmed 
were both women, the age of one being registered as 100, and of 
the other as 105. Researches to verify the ages of centenarians 
have now been carried on during eight years and have extended to 
103 persons ; in 87 instances the fact of attaining age 100 has been 
confirmed, and in 8 instances it was contradicted, while in 58 
instances proof of age could not be obtained. 
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CAUSES OF DEATH. 


Of the 69,483 deaths registered during the year, 68,096, or 98-0 
per cent., were certified as to cause either by a medical practitioner 
or by a procurator-fiscal, while 13887, or 20 per cent., were not so 
certified. In the previous year the uncertified deaths numbered 
1294, and constituted 1:8 per cent. of the total. The mean 
number of uncertified deaths in the preceding five years was 1358. 
(Table 47.) 

Uncertified deaths in the counties, burghs included, varied in 
number from 431 in Midlothian, 236 in Ross and Cromarty, 172 in 
. Inverness, 87 in Shetland, 79 in Lanark, 77 in Sutherland, and 66 
in Argyll, to 0 in Peebles, in Roxburgh, and in Selkirk, and 1 in 
Clackmannan, in Dumfries, and in Kirkcudbright. The 
uncertified deaths of the year in Midlothian were fully twice as 
numerous as in the previous year, this difference being ascribable to 
the temporary employment of unqualified medical assistance 
(students) in junior positions in some institutions. The total 
uncertified deaths of the year are 98 more than those of the previous 
year, and this difference is more than accounted for by the increase 
in the number in Midlothian. (Table 47.) | 

Of the 69,483 registered deaths, 67,928, or 97°8 per cent., were 
reasonably specified as to cause, while 1159, or 1:7 per cent., were 
imperfectly specified as to cause, and 396, or 0°5 per cent., were 
unspecified, or merely ascribed to ‘* Natural Causes.’’ The 
imperfectly specified deaths are 8 fewer than in the previous year, 
and those not specified are 36 fewer. The deaths imperfectly 
specified as to cause included 794 ascribed to heart failure, 218 to 
syncope, 28 to dropsy, 20 to sudden death, 12 to teething, and 87 — 
others. (Page 45.) 

Small-pox.—No deaths from small-pox were registered during 
the year. In 1916 there was 1; in 1915, 2; in 1914, 1;-and in 
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1913, 0. Thus during five years there were only 4 deaths from 
this cause registered in Scotland. (Table 39.) 

Typhus Fever.—Deaths from this cause numbered 2. This is 
the smallest number in any year since the institution of national 
registration. The number of deaths from typhus fever in Scotland 
in the years 1865 to 1871 varied from 1129 to 3272, but since then 
the number has very greatly fallen; it fell below 500 for the first 
time in 1876, below 200 for the first time in 1880, below 100 in 
1886, below 50 in 1894, and below 10 in 1908. In 1912 these 
deaths numbered 14, but in all other years since 1909 they have 
numbered 10 or less. (Table 39.) 

Enteric Fever.—Deaths from enteric fever numbered 94, which 
number is 55 less than in the previous year, 88 less than the mean 
of the numbers of the five preceding years, and 145 less than the 
mean of those of the ten preceding years. It is the smallest 
number of deaths from this cause registered in Scotland in any 
one year. Previous to 1883 these deaths numbered more than 1000 
annually ; from 1885 to 1903 the annual numbers were more than 
500 but less than 1000, and from 1904 to 1911 they were more than 
200 but less than 500; in 1914 this number was again more than 
200, but in 1912, 1918, 1915, and 1916 the numbers while being 
more than 100 were less than 200, and in the year now under 
review, 1917, this number for the first time was less than 100. Of 
the 94 persons dying from enteric fever, 50 were male, and 44 
female. Of these deaths, 33 were registered in the larger burghs, 
19 in the smaller burghs, and 40 in the county districts. Of the 94 
persons, 32 were aged between 15 and 24. (Tables 32 to 40.) 

Measles.—Deaths ascribed to measles numbered 1804. This 
_ number is 201 more than that of the previous year, 85 more than 
the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 173 more than 
the mean of those of the ten preceding years. The annual death- 
rate from this cause was 37 per 100,000, which is 4 more than that 
of the previous year, 1 more than the mean of those of the five 
preceding years, and 2 more than the mean of those of the | 
preceding ten years. Of these deaths, 939 were of males, and 865 
of females, the male death-rate being 40, and the female 34, per 
100,000. Of these deaths 1658, or 91:9 per cent., were of children 
of less than 5 years old, while 106 were of children-of between 5 
and 10, and only 40 were of persons of over 10 years of age. The 
death-rate from measles in the larger burghs taken collectively was 
03 per 100,000; in the smaller burghs, 21; and in the county 
districts, 22. In the larger burghs taken individually this death- 
rate was highest in Coatbridge (115), Motherwell (83), KEdin- 
burgh (63), and Glasgow (57). Deaths from measles were most 
numerous in the months of April, May, and June. (Tables 32 
to 40, and pages 70-73.) 

Scarlet Fever.—To this cause 212 deaths were ascribed. This 
is the smallest number of scarlet fever deaths in any year since 
1854, that of 1905 excepted, in which year these deaths numbered 
211. This year’s number is 376 less than that of the previous 
year, 465 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, 
and 348 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. 
The death-rate from scarlet fever was 4 per 100,000, which is 8 
less than_that of the previous year, 10 less than the mean of those 
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of the five preceding years, and 8 less than the mean of those of 
the preceding ten years. .It is the lowest scarlet fever death-rate 
for Scotland recorded. The scarlet fever deaths were nearly 
equally divided between the two sexes, 109 being of males, and 103 
of females. Of them, 100 were registered in the larger burghs, 32 
in the smaller burghs, and 80 in the county districts; the death- 
rate from this cause in the larger burghs was 4, in the smaller 
burghs 38, and in the county districts 5. Motherwell is the only 
one of the larger burghs in which this death-rate was comparatively 
high ; it was 36 per 100,000, but in no other did it exceed 9. Of 
those dying from scarlet fever, 109 were less than 5 years old, 73 
were more than 5 but less than 15, and 30 were more than 1d. 
(Tables 32 to 40.) 

Whooping-cough.—Deaths from whooping-cough numbered 
2128. ‘This number is 1410 more than that of the previous year, 
503 more than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 
296 more than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. ‘The 
death-rate from this cause, which was 44 per 100,000, is 29 more 
than that of the previous year, 10 more than the mean of those of 
_ the five preceding years, and 5 more than the mean of those of the 
ten preceding years. In the larger burghs this death-rate was 60, 
in the smaller burghs 28, and in the county districts 28. The 
larger burghs in which this rate was high were Leith (99), 
Hamilton (89), Greenock (81), Falkirk (80), and Glasgow (78). 
Of the 2128 dving from whooping-cough, 2029 were less than five 
years old, while 95 were more than 5 but less than 10, and only 4 
were more than ten years old. These deaths were most frequent 
in the months of April, May, and June. (Tables 32 to 40 and 
pages 70-73.) | 

Diphtheria.—Deaths from diphtheria, including those certified 
as due to croup or to membranous laryngitis, numbered 648. 
This number is 165 less than that of the previous year, 186 less 
than the mean of these of the five preceding years, and 195 less 
than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. It is the lowest 
number of these deaths yet recorded, the previous lowest number 
being that of 1903, when 715 such deaths were registered. The 
death-rate from this cause was 13 per 100,000, which is 4 less than 
in the previous year, 4 less than the mean of those of the five 
preceding years, and 5 less than the mean of those of the ten 
preceding years. It is the lowest Scottish diphtheria death-rate 
yet recorded, the previous lowest being 16, which occurred in the 
years 1903, 1905, 1907, and 1908. Of the 648 persons dying from 
this cause, 335 were male, and 313 female. Of them 446 were less 
than 5 years old, 178 were more than 5 but less than 15, and 24 
were more than 15. Taking the larger burghs individually,

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The foregoing diseases, small- 
pox and typhus fever excepted, along with diarrhceas among 
children of less than two years old, are, for statistical purposes, 
grouped as the principal epidemic diseases, and the collective 
death-rate from them is named the principal epidemic diseases 
death-rate. This rate for the year was 1:26 per 1000, which is 
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0-12 more than in the previous year, but is 0-56 less than in 1915. 
In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 1-65; in the 
smaller burghs, 0°87; and in the county districts, 0-88. In the 
larger burghs this rate varied from 2-1 in Coatbridge, 2-0 in 
Motherwell, 1-9 in Glasgow and in Hamilton, and 1:8 in Leith and 
in Falkirk, to 0-8 in Perth, 0-9 in Ayr, 1-0 in Kirkcaldy, and 1-1 in 
Dundee and Clydebank. In the smaller burghs with populations 
of over 1000 this rate was highest in Dunbar, 3°3; in Cockenzie 
and Port Seton, 3:3; in Kilsyth, 3-1; in Kinghorn; 2:7 3.and: in 
Turriff, 2-6. In the county districts this rate was highest in 
Laurencekirk District of Kincardine, 2-6; in County District of 
Clackmannan, 1-9; in Eastern District of Stirling, 1-8; in Middle 
Ward District of Lanark, 1-8; in Dunfermline District of Fife, 
1-8; and in Bathgate District of Linlithgow, 1:7. (Tables 4-6.) 

_ Other Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths registered as due to other 
infectious or epidemic disease during 1917 included 299 from 
influenza (exclusive of those complicated by pneumonia or other 
serious disease) , 120 from erysipelas, 18 from German measles, 16 
from dysentery, 8 from chicken-pox, 7 from cholera nostras, 3 each 
from actinomycosis and mumps, 2 from pellagra, and 1 each from 
mycosis fungoides, sprue, and paratyphoid. 

Luberculosis.—Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease, 
including those ascribed to phthisis, numbered 7625. This number 
is 47 less than in the previous year, 243 less than the mean of those 
of the five preceding years, and 880 less than the mean of those of 
the ten preceding years. This is the fourth consecutive year in 
which these deaths have numbered less than 8000. The maximum 
number of deaths from tuberculous disease in Scotland occurred in 
1870 and was 13,027, compared with which number that of this 
year 1s 5402, or 41:5 per cent., less. These deaths in 1917 are 
fewer than in all previous years since 1854. Previous to 1888. 
deaths from tuberculous disease in Scotland, the two years 1856 
and 1859 excepted, constantly numbered more than 10,000 yearly ; 
from 1888 to 1909 this number varied between 9274 and 10,688: 
in the years 1910 to 1913 it was between 8000 and 8517; and since 
1913 has not exceeded 7819. (Table 39.) 

Deaths among males from all tuberculous disease numbered 
3891, and among females 3734, the former number being 29, and 
the latter 18, less than in the previous year. (Table 35.) 

The general death-rate from tuberculosis was 157 per 100,000. 
This rate is 1 less than in the previous year, 8 less than the mean 
of those of the five preceding years, and 23 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. It is the smallest Scottish death- 
rate from tuberculosis yet recorded, and compared with the 
maximum, that of 1870, is 247, or 61-1 per cent., less. The male 
tuberculosis death-rate of the year was 165, and the female 149, the 
former being 3, and the latter 1, less than in the previous year. 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the tuberculosis death- 
rate was 180; in the smaller burghs, 140; and in the county 
districts, 119. In the larger burghs this rate was 1 less than in 
the previous year, in the smaller burghs 6 less, and in the county 
districts 8 less. (Tables 36 and 40. ) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the death-rate from 
tuberculosis ranged from 238 per 100,000 in Falkirk, 236 in Coat- 
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bridge, 212 in Greenock, and 203 in Leith, to 114 in eee 
126 in Clydebank, 136 in Perth, and 188 in Motherwell. In 
Dundee this rate was 197; in Glasgow, 184; in Edinburgh, 174; in 
Aberdeen, 171; in Paisley, 166; in Ayr, 153; and in Kilmarnock, 
148. . 

In the smaller burghs with populations of over 1000 this rate 
ranged from 634 in Charlestown of Aberlour, 545 in Kinghorn, 401 
in Portknockie, 366 in Inverbervie, 340 in Rattray, 321 in Newton- 
Stewart, and 817 in Dumfries, to 0 in Aberfeldy, Anstruther- 
Haster, Ballater, Dunblane, and Biggar. (Table 5.) 

In the county districts this rate varied from 288 in Upper Deeside 
District of Kincardine, 254 in Dumfries District of Dumfries, 240 
in South Ronaldshay District of Orkney, 230 in St. Cyrus District 
of Kincardine, 228 in Harris District of Inverness, and 222 in 
South-Western District of Ross and Cromarty, to 23 in County 
District ‘of Nairn, 23 in Jedburgh District of Roxburgh, 28 in 
Lower Deeside District of Kincardine, 38 in Northern District of 
Kirkcudbright, and 42 in Western District of Perth and in County 
District of Kinross. (Table 6.) 

Of the 7625 deaths from tuberculosis, 4942, or 64:8 per cent., 
were ascribed to phthisis; 131, or 1:7 per cent., to acute phthisis ; 
100, or 1:3 per cent., to acute miliary tuberculosis; 861, or 11-3 per 
cent., to tuberculous meningitis; 788, or 10°3 per cent., to 
abdominal tuberculosis ; 139, or 18 per cent., to tuberculosis of the 
spine; 57, or 0°8 per cent., to tuberculosis of joints; and 607, or 
80 per cent., to other forms of tuberculous disease. | Compared 
with the figure of the previous year, that of phthisis is 55 less, that 
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of tuberculous meningitis is 60 less, and those of tuberculosis of the 
spine and of tuberculous disease of joints are 4 and 3 less 
respectively, while that of tuberculous meningitis is 837 more, and 
those of acute phthisis and abdominal tuberculosis are 2 and 4 more 
respectively. (Page 42.) 

Deaths from phthisis, including those certified as due to acute 
phthisis, numbered 5073. This number is second smallest in any 
year since the commencement of national registration, the smallest 
being 4917, which occurred in 1914. It is 53 less than that of the 
previous year, 76 less than the mean of those of the five preceding 
years, and 4387 less than the mean of those of the ten preceding 
years. From 1864 to 1880 these deaths never numbered less than 
$000 annually, the year 1874 excepted, when they numbered 7873 ; 
and from 1857 to 1900, the years 1892, 1898, and 1896 excepted, 
never less than 7000. Since 1901 this number has been constantly 
less than 7000, and since 1909 constantly less than 6000. The 
phthisis death-rate of the year was 104 per 100,000. This rate 
equals that of 1914, but is less than all others. It is 2 less than that 
of the previous year, 4 less than the mean of those of the five 
preceding years, 14 less than the mean of those of the preceding ten 
years. It is 179, or 63-2 per cent., less than that of 1870, which 
equalled that of 1860, and was higher than in all other years. 
(Tables 39-40.) 

_ Deaths from phthisis among males numbered 2583, and among 
females 2490; the male death-rate being 110, and the female 99. 
The male phthisis deaths are 52 fewer than in the previous year, 
and the female 1 fewer. The male phthisis death-rate is 3 less 
than in the previous year, and the female 1 less. (Tables 35-36.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the phthisis death-rate of 
the year was 119 per 100,000; in the smaller burghs, 89 ; and in the 
county districts, 81. In the larger burghs this rate was 3 less than 
in the previous year; in the smaller burghs, 6 less; and in the 
county districts, 4 less. (Table 36.) 

In the larger burghs taken individually the phthisis death-rate 
ranged from 155 per 100,000 in Falkirk, 130 in Coatbridge, 129 in 
Greenock, and 127 in Glasgow and in Leith, to 69 in Kirkcaldy, 70 
in Ayr, 86 in Kilmarnock, 87 in Clydebank and in Hamilton, and 
91 in Motherwell. (Table 38.) 

Tn the smaller burghs, exclusive of those with populations of less 
than 1000, this rate varied from 477 in Kinghorn, 317 in Charles- 
town of Aberlour, 295 in Kirriemuir, 294 in Alyth, 247 in Kalrenny, 
and 229 in Portknockie, to0 in 16 of them. (Table 5.) 

In the county districts this rate ranged from 288 in Upper Dee- 
side District of Kincardine, 209 in Harris District of Inverness, 
195 in Hawick District of Roxburgh, 192. in South Ronaldshay 
District of Orkney, and 191 in South-Western District of Ross and 
Cromarty, to 0 in Lower Deeside District of Kincardine, 17 in 
Kelso District of Roxburgh, and 23 in County District of Nairn, in 
Jedburgh District of Roxburgh, and in North Isles District of 
Shetland. (Table 6.) 

Of the 5073 deaths from phthisis, the largest number, 3406, or 
67-1 per cent., were among persons of over 15 but under 45. The 
age-group death-rates from phthisis varied from 169 per 100,000 in 
age-group 35 to 44, 151 in age-groups 25 to 34 and 45 to 54, to 30 
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or less in age-groups under 1, 1 to 4, 5 to 9, and 75 and over, the 
lowest being that of age-group 5 to 10, which was 17. (Tables 
52-33.) 

The monthly number of deaths from phthisis throughout the 
year averaged 428, and varied from 535 in February, 623 in March, 
498 in January, and 494 in April, to 810 in November, 312 in 
September, 322 in October, and 339 in August. (Page 70.) 

The deaths from tuberculous meningitis, which numbered 861, 
equalled a death-rate of 18 per 100,000. In the larger burghs this 
death-rate was 23; in the smaller burghs, 14; and in the county 
districts, 12. Of these 861 deaths the majority, 680, or 79-0 per 
cent., were among children of less than 10 years old. The age- 
group death-rates from this cause varied from 148 per 100,000 in 
age-group under 1, 91 in age-group 1 to 4, and 23 in age-group 
) to 9, to 4 or less in all age-groups over 25. (Tables 32-35.) 

Deaths from abdominal tuberculosis, which numbered 788, 
equalled a death-rate of 16 per 100,000. This rate in the larger 
burghs was 18; in the smaller burghs, 17; and in the county 
districts, 12. Of these deaths the majority, 471, or 59-8 per cent., 
were among children of less than 10 years old. The age-eroup | 
death-rates varied from 74 in age-group under 1, and 67 in age- 
group 1 to 4, to 5 or less in age-group 25 to 34, and in all age- 
groups over 55. (Tables 32-36.) 

Mahgnant Disease.—Deaths ascribed to cancer and other forms 
of mahgnant disease numbered 5544, which is the largest number 
recorded in any one year since national registration was instituted. 
[t is 113 more than the number of the previous year, 241 more than 
* the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 517 more than 
the mean of those of the preceding ten years. Up to and inclusive 
of 1912 the annual number of deaths from phthisis constantly out- 
numbered those from malignant disease, but from 1913 onwards 
the reverse has been the case, deaths from malignant disease out- 
numbering those from phthisis, except in the year 1915, when the 
deaths from these two causes were of the same number. The cancer 
death-rate of the year is 114 per 100,000 ; it is 1 more than that of 
the previous year, 8 more than the mean of those of the five 
preceding years, and 8 more than those of the previous ten years. 
Of these deaths 2337 were of males, and 3207 of females; the male 
death-rate being 99, and the female 128, per 100,000. In the 
larger burghs the cancer death-rate was 110; in the smaller burghs, 
130; and in the county districts, 109. Of the 5544 deaths from 
this cause, the largest number, 4890, or 88-2 per cent., were among 
those aged 45 and upwards. The age-group death-rates varied 
from 1188 per 100,000 in age-group over 75, 792 in age-group 65 
to 74, 496 in age-group 55 to 64, and 232 in age-group 45 to 54, to 1 
or less in all age-groups under 15. The most frequent sites of 
malignant disease during the year among males were Stomach 
(605), Intestine (826), Liver (234), Rectum (181), and Tongue 
(119) ; while those most frequent among females were Stomach 
(601), Intestine (504), Breast (480), Uterus (449), Liver (334), 
and Rectum (151). Comparing these numbers with those of the 
previous year, it is found that male deaths from cancer of the 
stomach are 4 fewer, from cancer of the intestine 1 fewer, from 
cancer of the liver 5 more, from cancer ‘of the rectum 34 more, and 
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from cancer of the tongue 4 more ; while female deaths from cancer 
of the stomach are 51 fewer, from cancer of the intestine 41 more, 
from cancer of the breast 23 more, from cancer of the uterus 4 
fewer, from cancer of the liver 5 more, and from cancer of the 
rectum 1 more. (Tables 32-40 and 42.) 

Syphilis.—Syphilis was the ascribed cause of death in 199 
instances during the year. This number, though 24 more than in 
the previous year, is 2 less than the mean of the numbers of the 
preceding five years, and 13 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. The death-rate from this cause was 4 per 
100,000, and equals the lowest previously reported. Of these 199 
deaths, 158 were among children of less than 5 years old, and 41 
» among persons of over 15. In addition to these 199 deaths from 
syphilis, there were 464 attributed to parasyphilitic diseases, 
including 282 from general paralysis of the insane, 119 from 
aneurysm, and 63 from locomotor ataxia. The total deaths from 
syphilis and parasyphilitic diseases, 663, is 45 more than in the 
previous year. Deaths from locomotor ataxia were 9 fewer than 
in the previous year, and those from aneurysm were 33 fewer, but 
those from general paralysis of the insane were 63 more. (Tables 
32-40 and pages 42-43.) 

Other General Diseases.—The foregoing causes of death are of a 
general rather than a local anatomical distribution, and in addition 
to them the following general diseases, among others, were the 
ascribed cause of death in the stated number of instances, namely : 
—Tumour (neither malignant nor of prescribed situation), 39: 
Rheumatic Fever, 159; Chronic Rheumatism, Gout, and Osteo- 
arthritis, 214; Diabetes, 400; Exophthalmic Goitre, 37; Leucocy- 
themia, 47; Lymphadenoma, 39; Ansemia and Chlorosis, 478: 
and Alcoholism, 82. Compared with the returns of the previous 
year, deaths from Tumour are 12 more; from Rheumatic Fever, 63 
fewer ; from Chronic Rheumatism, Gout, and Osteo-arthritis, 41 
more; from Diabetes, 112 fewer; from Exophthalmic Goitre, 23 
fewer; from Leucocythemia, 2 fewer; from Lymphadenoma, 5 
more ; from Anemia and Chlorosis, 1 more; and from Alcoholism, 
65 fewer. (Pages 42-43.) | 

Diseases of the Nervous System.—Deaths from diseases of the 
nervous system, including those of the eye and ear, numbered 
8969, and are 299 fewer than in the previous year. Among others, 
these deaths included 166 from Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis, 798 
from Meningitis other than Cerebro-spinal or Tuberculous, 5182 
from Apoplexy or Hemiplegia, 274 from Epilepsy, 741 from Con- 
vulsions, 147 from Cerebral Tumour, and 146 from Diseases of the 
Ear and Mastoid. Compared with the returns of the previous 
year, deaths from Cerebro-spinal Meningitis are 59 fewer; from 
other forms of Meningitis, 70 fewer; from Apoplexy, 98 fewer : 
from Epilepsy, 6 more ; from Convulsions, 80 fewer ; from Cerebral 
Tumour, 23 more; and from Kar Disease, 9 fewer. (Page 43.) 

Diseases of the Circulatory System.—Deaths attributed to 
Diseases of the Circulatory System numbered 7878, which is 506 
fewer than in the previous year. These deaths included 6658 from 
diseases of the heart, 1146 from diseases of the arteries, 36 from 
diseases of the veins, and 38 others. Deaths from diseases of the 
heart were 483 fewer than in the previous year, and those from 
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diseases of the arteries were 26 fewer, but those from diseases of 
the veins were 11 more. Deaths from Acute Endocarditis num- 
bered 174; from Pericarditis, 51; from Valvular Heart Disease, 
2959 ; from Fatty Heart, 263 ; from Organic Disease of Heart other 
than described as Valvular or Fatty, 2966; from Angina Pectoris, 
245; from Arterio-sclerosis, 398; from Cerebral Embolism and 
Thrombosis, 532; and from Embolism and 'hrombosis other than 
Cerebral, 90. (Page 43.) 

Diseases of the Respiratory System.—These deaths collectively 
numbered 11,184, which is 404 more than in the previous year. 
They included 4776 from Bronchitis, 5353 from Pneumonia, of 
which 2409 were stated to be from Broncho-Pneumonia, 435 from 
Pulmonary Congestion, 240 from Pleurisy, 158 from Diseases of - 
the Larynx, 77 from Asthma, and 145 others. Compared with the 
returns of the previous year, deaths from Pulmonary Congestion 
are 53 more; from Pleurisy, 80 fewer; from Diseases of the 
Larynx, 19 more; and from Asthma, 14 more. (Page 43.) 

Bronchitis was the stated cause of death in 4776 instances. 
This number is 299 more than that of the previous year, but is 256 
less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 330 
less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. These 
deaths equal a death-rate of 98 per 100,000, which rate is 5 more 
than that of the previous year, but is 8 less than the mean of those 
of the preceding five years, and the same amount less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. The only years in which 
a lower bronchitis death-rate was recorded were 1916 and 1911. 
The male death-rate from bronchitis was 102, and the female 96, 
the former being 7 more, and the latter 5 more, than in the previous 
year. In the larger burghs this death-rate was 107; in the smaller 
burghs, 105; and in the county districts, 81. In the larger burghs 
taken individually this death-rate varied from 155 in Motherwell, 
136 in Kirkealdy, 122 in Paisley, and 115 in Glasgow and in Coat- 
bridge, to 70 in Clydebank, 80 in Falkirk, and 81 in Leith and in 
Greenock. Of the total deaths from bronchitis, 1086, or 22-7 per 
cent., were of children of less than 5 years old; 1807, or 27-4 per 
cent., of persons of more than 5 but less than 65 years old; and 
2383, or 49-9 per cent., of persons of more than 65 years old. The 
age-group death-rates from bronchitis varied from 1716 per 100,000 
In age-group 75 and upwards, 708 in age-group under 1, 591 in age- 
group 65 to 74, and 221 in age-group 55 to 64, to 2 in age-group 
10 to 14, 5 in age-groups 5 to 9 and 15 to 24, and 8 in age-group 25 
to 34. The months in which deaths from bronchitis were most 
numerous were February (806), J anuary .(800), March (618), and 
April (470), and those in which these deaths were least numerous 
were September (160), August (161), and July (209). (Tables 
32-40 and page 71.) 

Pneumonia was the ascribed cause of death in 5353 instances. 
This number is 110 more than that of the previous year, but is 647 
less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 957 less 
than the mean of those of the ten preceding vears. These deaths 
include 2409 ascribed to broncho-pneumonia, and 2944 aseribed to 
lobar pneumonia or to pneumonia not otherwise specified, the 
former being 168 more, but the latter 58 less, than in the previous 
year, The death-rate from pneumonia, all forms, was 110 per 
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100,000. This rate is 1 more than that of the previous year, but 
16 less than the mean of those of the preceding five years, and 24 
less than the mean of those of the preceding ten years. In_the 
larger burghs taken collectively this death-rate was 130: in the 
smaller burghs, 87; and in the county districts, 92. The 
pneumonia death-rate among males was 129, and among females 
93. In the larger burghs taken individually this death-rate varied 
from 157 in Coatbridge, 149 in Glasgow, 138 in Hamilton, 131 in 
Motherwell, 128 in Leith, and 125 in Aberdeen, to 82 in Kirk- 
caldy, 89 in Kilmarnock, and 103 in Dundee and in Paisley. Of 
the 5353 deaths from pneumonia, 2445, or 45:7 per cent., were 
among children of less than 5 years old; 1879, or 35-1 per cent., 
“among persons of more than 5 but less than 65 years old; and 1029, 
or 19-2 per cent., were of persons of 65 or over. The pneumonia 
age-group death-rates varied from 1108 per 100,000 in age-group 
under 1, 621 in age-group 75 and over, 302 in age-group 65 to 74, 
and 282 in age-group 1 to 4, to 14 in age-group 10 to 14, 20 in age- 
group 15 to 24, and 26 in age-group 5 to 9. (Tables 32-40.) 

Taking the deaths of the year from bronchitis and pneumonia 
collectively it is found that the total was 10,129, which number is 
409 in excess of that of the previous year, and equals a death-rate 
of 208 per 106,000, and constitutes 14:58 per cent. of the total 
deaths from all causes. 

Diseases of the Digestive System.—Deaths attributed to the 
various diseases of the digestive system during the year numbered 
4623, which is 445 less than in the previous year. These deaths, 
among others, included 336 from gastric ulcer, 572 from other 
diseases of the stomach, 480 from appendicitis, 190 from cirrhosis 
of the liver, and 251 from other diseases of the liver and gall 
bladder. Compared with the returns of the previous year, deaths 
from gastric ulcer were 27 more; from other diseases of the 
stomach, 44 fewer ; from appendicitis, 8 more; from cirrhosis of the 
liver, 16 fewer; and from other diseases of the liver and gall 
bladder, 48 fewer. (Page 44.) 

Diarrhea.—Deaths from diarrhoea, including those ascribed to 
enteritis, gastro-enteritis, dysentery, and cholera nostras, num- 
_ bered 1827, and equalled a death-rate of 38 per 100,000. This 
number is 478 less than that of the previous year, 554 less than 
the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 668 less than the 
mean of those of the preceding ten years. It is the smallest 
number of deaths from this combination of causes in any year since 
the institution of national registration. This death-rate is 10 less 
than that of the previous year, 12 less than the mean of those of 
the five preceding years, and 15 less than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. Of these deaths, 1218 were from diarrhoea 
or enteritis among children of less than two years old, 596 from 
diarrhoea or enteritis among persons of over that age, 16 from 
dysentery, and 7 from cholera nostras. (Tables 39-40 and pages 
42 and 44.) 

Diseases of the Genito-Urinary System.—Deaths from these 
diseases taken collectively numbered 2980, and were 31 more than 
in the previous year. They included 373 from acute nephritis, 
1705 from Bright’s disease, 130 from uremia, and 83 from other 
diseases of the kidney. Deaths from diseases of the bladder and 
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urethra numbered 321, and. included 32 from urinary calculus ; 
those from disease of the prostate numbered 213; from 
diseases of the uterus, 82; and from other diseases of 
the male and female reproductive organs, 73. Compared with the 
returns of the previous year, deaths from diseases of the kidney 
were 67 more, from diseases of the bladder and ureters were A 
more, and from diseases of the uterus were 3 more, but those from 
diseases of the prostate were 30 fewer, and those from other 
diseases of the reproductive organs were 20 fewer. (Page 44.) 

Diseases and Accidents of Pregnancy and Childbirth.—These 
collectively numbered 574, and were 52 fewer than in the previous 
year. Registered births during the year numbered 97,441, and 
these deaths equal a rate of 5-9 per thousand births, which rate is 
0-2 more than that of the previous year, and is 0-2 more than in 
1915. In the larger burghs taken collectively this rate was 6-2 ; in 
the smaller burghs, 5-9; and in the county districts, 5-4. In the 
larger burghs taken individually this rate varied from 10-2 in 
Perth, 10:1 in Aberdeen, 9:8 in Falkirk, and 9;0 in Kirkcaldy, to 
1-6 in Ayr, 3:4 in Paisley, 3-8 in Greenock, and 3-9 in Dundee. In 
Clydebank this rate was 7-5; in Coatbridge, 7-5; in Edinburgh, 
7:3; in Hamilton, 7:0; in Glasgow, 6°2; in Motherwell, 5:5; in 
Leith, 4:9; and in Kilmarnock, 4:5. The deaths from these 
conditions, among others, included 165 from puerperal sepsis, 96 
from puerperal albuminuria including those certified as due to 
eclampsia, 84 from puerperal hemorrhage, and 41 from abortion. 
Deaths from puerperal sepsis were 20 fewer than in the previous 
year; from puerperal albuminuria, 2 more; from puerperal 
hemorrhage; 138 fewer; and from abortion, 2 fewer. (Table 41 
and page 44.) 

Diseases of the Skin and Cellular Tissue.—Deaths from these 
causes numbered 454, which is 68 less than in the previous year. 
They included 191 from senile gangrene, 6 from cancrum oris, 22 
from carbuncle or boils, 141 from abscess or phlegmon, and 94 
others. Compared with the figure of the previous year, deaths 
from senile gangrene are 14 fewer; from cancrum oris, 3 fewer ; 
from carbuncle and boil, 3 fewer; and from abscess and phlegmon, 
1 more. (Page 44.) | 

Diseases of the Locomotor System.—These collectively num- 
bered 124, which is 3 more than in the previous year. These 
degths included 92 from diseases of bones, 29 from diseases of 
joints, and 3 others. Deaths from diseases of bones are 2 fewer 
than in the previous year, but those from disedses of joints are 2 
more. (Page 45.) 

Congenital Malformations.—Deaths ascribed to congenital mal- 
formations during the year numbered 481, which is 55 less than in 
the previous year. (Page 45.) 

Diseases peculiar to Early Infancy.—Deaths attributed to these 
numbered 3514, and included 1738 from premature birth, 1528 
from congenital debility, icterus, or sclerema, 245 from other 
diseases of early infancy, and 3 from lack of care. Compared with 
the number in the previous year, that of the total is 509 less, that 
of deaths due to premature birth is 292 less, that of deaths from 
congenital debility, etc., is 40 less, and that of deaths from other 
diseases peculiar to early infancy is 79 less. Of these deaths, 1991 
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were of male children, and 15238 of female. The male death-rate 
from these causes was 39:8 per thousand births; the female, 32-0; 
and that of the two sexes combined, 36:1. This male death-rate is 
the same as in the previous year, but the female rate is 1:2 less. 
(Table 45.) . 

Old Age.—Deaths ascribed to old age numbered 3711, and are 
86 fewer than in the previous year. Of these deaths, 82 were 
stated to be due to senile dementia, and 3629 to senile decay. 
(Page 45.) 

Violence.—Deaths attributed to violent, or unnatural causes, 
during the year numbered 2968. They are 367 fewer than in the ~ 
previous year, 227 less than the mean of the numbers of the five 
preceding years, and 83 less than the mean of those of the ten 
preceding years. In the previous two years deaths from violent 
causes were unusually frequent, but in this year they are of 
approximately average number. ‘The annual death-rate from these 
causes was 61 per 100,000, which is 9 less than that of the previous 
year, 6 less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 
4 less than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. (Tables 
39 and 40.) 

Deaths from violence among the male population numbered 
2144, and among the female population, 824, the former being 368 
less, but the latter 1 more, than in the previous year. The male 
death-rate from violence was 91 per 100,000, and the female death- 
rate 383 per 100,000, the former being 16 less than in’ the previous 
year, while the latter was of the same amount as in that year. 
(Tables 35-36.) 

The 2968 deaths from violent causes registered during the year 
included those of 205 soldiers and sailors from wounds and other 
injuries received while serving at sea or outwith Scotland. By the 
exclusion of these the death-rate from violence would be reduced to 
57 per 100,000, which is 7 less than the corresponding rate in the 
previous year. (Table 35.) 

In the larger burghs taken collectively the death-rate from 
violence was 55 per 100,000; in the smaller burghs, 52; and in the 
county districts, 63. In the previous year these three rates were 
64, 59, and 67 respectively, each being higher in that than in this 
year. In the larger burghs taken individually this death-rate 
varied from 73 per 100,000 in Motherwell, 71 in Ayr, 70 in Leith, 
and 69 in Greenock, to 24 in Kilmarnock, 29 in Perth, 31 in 
Falkirk, and 47 in Edinburgh and in Paisley. In Glasgow this 
rate was 56; in Dundee, 58; and in Aberdeen, 50. (Tables 36-38.) 
_ Of the 2968 deaths from violent causes, 2595 were ascribed to 
accidents, 207 to suicide, 27 to homicide, and 138 to war casualties. 
There was one death by execution. Compared with the returns of 
the previous year, deaths by accident are 271 fewer, from war 
casualties 89 fewer, and from suicide 138 fewer, but those from 
homicide are 7 more. (Page 45.) 

Of the 2595 accidental deaths, 392, or 15:1 per cent., were of 
children less than 5 years; 1732, or 66°7 per cent., were of persons 
more than 5 but less than 65 years old; 440, or 17-0 per cent., were 
of persons more than 65 years old; and 31, or 1:2 per cent., were of 
persons of unstated age. Compared with the returns of the 
previous year, death from accident at ages under 5 were 32 fewer ; 
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at ages 5 to 65, 179 fewer; and at age 65 and over, 64 fewer. 
(Table 32.) | 5 

Of the 2595 deaths from accident, 504 were ascribed to drowning, 
428 to burns and scalds, 212 to falls, and 54 to poisoning, of which 
96 were ascribed to poisonous vapours, and 10 to poisoning by 
food. To fatal accidents in coal and other mines and quarries, 134 
deaths were ascribed ; on railways, 140; with motor cars, 107; with 
horses and horse-drawn vehicles, 51; and with tramcars, 68. 
Deaths attributed to weather agencies numbered 35. Of the fore- 
going only those by burning, by horses and horse-drawn vehicles, 
and by tramcars show an increase as compared with the previous 
year. Deaths among children of less than one year old by over- 
laying or other form of suffocation numbered 95, which is 22 less 
than in the previous year. (Page 45.) 3 

The accidental poisonings included 3 by carbolic acid, 3 by 
strychnine, and 3 by corrosive sublimate. Fatal accidents by 
exposure to poisonous vapours included 17 by coal gas, 6 by carbon 
monoxide, and 1 each by fumes from burning oil, gas from fire 
extinguisher, and by fumes of unstated nature. (Table 44.) 

In addition to the 26 deaths of which poisonous vapours were the 
ascribed cause, there were 36 in which death occurred during or 
after the administration of an aneesthetic for therapeutic purposes, 
and of which the anesthetic may have been a contributory cause. 
In 27 of these cases chloroform was the anesthetic used; in 1, 
ether; and in 8, a mixture of chloroform and ether. In the 
previous year these deaths numbered 46. (Table 44.) 

Deaths by suicide, which numbered 207, included 57 by hanging, 
55 by cut-throat or other stabbing or cutting, 37 by drowning, 27 
by poison, 16 by gunshot, 6 by precipitation, 7 on railways, and 2 
others. Of 207 persons committing suicide, 142 were men, and 65 
were women. ‘The most frequent means of suicide adopted by men 
were cutting, cut-throat included (43), hanging (42), drowning 
(23), and gunshot (16); and those most frequently adopted by 
women were poisoning (18), hanging (15), and drowning (14). 
The poison used by suicides during the year in 13 instances was 
coal gas; In 3 instances carbolic acid; in 2, opium; in 2, corrosive 
sublimate ; and in 1 each, prussic acid, carbonic oxide, cyanide of — 
potassium, and cocaine. In 3 instances the nature of the poison 
was not specified. The death-rate from suicide in the general 
population was 4 per 100,000 ; in the male population,.6; and in the 
female population, 3. (Tables 43-44.) 

Relative Frequency of Causes of Death.—The following list 
shows in order of relative frequency the more important causes of 
death during the year, the figures indicating the percentage of the 
total deaths of the year attributed to the named cause :-—Tuber- 
culosis, all forms, 10°97; Heart Disease, 9-58: Malignant Disease, 
7-98; Pneumonia, all forms, 7:70; Bronchitis, 6-87; Congenital 
Defects, Malformations, and Premature Birth, 5:32; Violence, 
4-27 ; Nephritis and Bright’s Disease, 3-18 ; Whooping-cough, 3-06 ; 
Measles, 2°60; Diarrhoeas among children of less than two years 
old, 1:75; Meningitis, other than tuberculous, 1:15: Diphtheria 
0-93; Diseases and Accidents of Pregnancy and Childbirth, 0-83: 
Diseases of the Liver, other than malignant, 0-68: Appendicitis, 
0-62; and Scarlet Fever, 0°31, Deaths from phthisis Conpntuned 
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66°5 per cent. of the deaths from all forms of tuberculous diseass 
and 7 30 per cent. of the total deaths of the year; those from tuber- 
culous meningitis constituted 11:3 per cent. of the deaths from all 
forms of tuberculosis, and 1°24 per cent. of the total deaths of the 
year ; and those from abdominal tuberculosis constituted 10-3 per 
cent. of the deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, and 1:13 per 
cent. of the total deaths of the year. (Table 34.) 

Infant Deaths.—Details regarding deaths among children of less 
than one year old are collected in Tables 45 and 46. ‘These deaths 
in all numbered 10,478, and, as previously pointed out, equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 107-5 per 1000 registered births. Of the 
children dying, 5893 were male, and 4580 female. 

Deaths of children of less than one month old numbered 3926, 
and constituted 37:5 per cent. of the total deaths at these ages; 
those of less than three months old numbered 5601, and constituted 
53-5 per cent. of the total ; those aged more than three but less than 
six months numbered 1782, and constituted 17-0 per cent. of the 
total; those aged more than six but less than nine months num- 
bered 1514, and constituted 14:5 per cent. of the total; and those 
aged more than nine but less than twelve months numbered 1576, 
and constituted 15-0 per cent. of the total. Compared with the 
returns of the previous year, deaths at ages under seven months are 
each fewer, but deaths of children of seven, eight, nine, ten, and 
eleven months old are more numerous, an increase largely ascrib- 
able to an increased frequency of death from whooping-cough at 
those ages. (Table 45.) 

The most frequent causes of death among infants during the year, 
‘and the percentage of the total infant deaths of the year caused by 
those named, were Premature Birth, 16°6 per cent. ; Congenital 
Debility, including Icterus and Sclerema, 14:6 per cent. ; 
Diarrhcea, 9:4 per cent.; Broncho-pneumonia, 8-6 per cent. ; 
Whooping-cough, 7-9 per cent.; Bronchitis, 7-5 per cent.; Con- 
vulsions, 5-0 per cent.; Measles, 3-9 per cent. ; Congenital Mal-

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formations, 8°6 per cent.; Pneumonia, other than Broncho- 
pneumonia, 3:1 per cent.; and Basal Meningitis, 2-4 per cent. 
These eleven causes collectively accounted for 8664, or 82°8 per 
cent., of the total infantile deaths of the year ; in the previous year 
these numbers were 8619, and 80-7 per cent. By comparing the 
figures with those of the previous year, it is found that deaths from 
whooping-cough, broncho-pneumonia, pneumonia, bronchitis, ahd 
convulsions show increased numbers, while those from the 
remaining six causes show decreased numbers. . (Table 45.) 
Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease among infants 
numbered 318, were 19 fewer than in the previous year, and - 
included 164 from tuberculous meningitis, 82 from abdominal 
tuberculosis, 27 from pulmonary tuberculosis, 9 from acute miliary 
tuberculosis, and 86 others. Deaths from all forms of meningitis, 
including those ascribed to tuberculous and to cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, and also those ascribed to convulsions, numbered 961, 
which is 95 less than in the previous year; of these deaths, 520 
were ascribed to convulsions, 256 to basal meningitis, 164 to tuber- 
culous meningitis, and 21 to cerebro-spinal, meningitis; each of 
these numbers is less than in the previous year. Deaths from all 
forms of pneumonia, bronchitis, and congestion of the lungs taken 
collectively numbered 2109, and were 359 more than in the 
previous year. (Table 45.) | 
The ayerage monthly number of deaths of infants during the 
year was 873, which is 17 less than in the previous year. The 
actual number of these deaths varied from 1164 in January, 1092 
in March, 1075 in April, and 1073 in February, to 629 in Sep- | 
tember, 677 in July, and 681 in August. In May this number was ~ 
937; in December, 925; in June, 769; in November, 770; and in 
October, 721. Deaths among infants from diarrhoea attained a 
maximum of 193 in August, those from bronchitis, pneumonia, 
and pulmonary congestion one of 387 in January, and those from 
-meningitis and convulsions one of 126 in February. (Table 46.)

CHILDREN IN SCOTLAND. 


This Report deals more especially with the vaccination of 
children whose births were registered in the year 1916, and who in 
ordinary course should have been vaccinated during that year, or 
during the first half of the year 1917. 

Of these children, 58,172, or 52:8 per cent., were reported 
to have been successfully vaccinated; 289, or 0-3 per cent., 
were reported to have been found insusceptible of vaccina- 
tion by reason of previous vaccination (t.e., children whose 
vaccination was not reported on medical certificate) ; 387, or 0-4 
per cent., were found to be insusceptible by reason of constitutional 
insusceptibility ; and 35,558, or 32°3 per cent., to be unvaccinated 
by reason of parental conscientious objection. In 4259 instances, 
or 3-9 per cent., reports of vaccination were not received on account 
of removal from the district of registration or through being other- 
wise unaccounted for, and in 9029 instances reports of vaccination 
were not received on account of the death of the infants before the 
statutory time of vaccination. Children remaining unvaccinated 
by reason of medical certificates of postponement numbered 2382 
and constituted 2-2 per cent. of the total. (Table 50.) 

Including the number returned as insusceptible of vaccination 
on account of’ previous vaccination, the total number of children 
vaccinated was 58,461. This number is the smallest yet recorded 
in these reports. It is 2995 less than that of the previous year, 
7554 less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, and 
20,467 less than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. In 
1903 successfully vaccinated children numbered 114,116, and 
compared with that figure the number of this year is little more 
than one-half. The vaccinated children of the year amount to 
53-1 per cent. of the total registered, and to 57-9 per cent. of those 
surviving at the time of compulsory vaccination. Both these per- 
centages are less than in the previous year, 1915, but are higher 
than in the year 1914. Both are lower than in all years previous to 
1914. In 1915 the percentage of the total registered children 
successfully vaccinated was 53°8, and the percentage of the 
surviving children vaccinated was 59:0. In 1914 these two 
quantities were 51:2 and 56-6 The ten-yearly mean of the former 
percentage were 63-2,-and of the latter 69°6. From 1864, when 
compulsory vaccination was instituted, up to 1905, the year before 
the amending Act recognising the conscientious objection of a 
parent as a reason of exemption from vaccination became 
operative, the percentage of surviving children vaccinated was 
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constantly over 98. In 1907 this percentage was below 90; in 
1908, below 80; and since 1912 has been below 60. (Tables 50- 
ore) 

Children remaining unvaccinated by reason of medical certificate 
of constitutional insusceptibility numbered 387, constituted 0-3 per 
cent. of all children registered, and 0-4 per cent. of those surviving 
at the time of compulsory vaccination. ‘This number, though 58 
more than in the previous year, is less than average. It is 341 
less than in 1914, and 280 less than the mean of the numbers of 
the ten years 1906 to 1915. Of these 387 cases certified as 
constitutionally insusceptible of vaccination, 146 were reported 
from Glasgow, 83 from Edinburgh, 16 from Coatbridge, and 14 
from Clydebank. In Coatbridge 1:4 per cent. of the surviving 
children were reported as insusceptible, and in Clydebank 1:2, 
these being the highest such percentages found. In Glasgow this 
percentage was 0:6, and in Kdinburgh it was the same. ‘The 
counties in which this rate was 0°6 or more were Shetland, 
Orkney, and Dumbarton. In Caithness, Sutherland, Nairn, 
Banff, Kincardine, Kinross, Selkirk, Kirkcudbright, and Wigtown 
no marae insusceptible children were reported. (‘T'ables 
50-51. 

Children remaining unvaccinated by reason of removal from the 
district of registration, or through being otherwise unaccounted 
for, numbered 4259. This number is 498 less than in the previous 
year, and 1904 less than the mean of the numbers of the ten 
preceding years. In the ten years previous to the passing of the 
Vaccination (Scotland) Amending Act, 1906, children unaccounted 
for averaged 3784 annually; after the passing of that Act they 
increased in number, attaining a maximum of 7384 in 1907, but 
since then have been a decreasing quantity, the number in 1909 fall- 
ing below 7000, in 1910 below 6000, and in 1915 below 5000. The 
unaccounted for children of the year constituted 3-9 per cent. of 
the total registered, and 4-2 per cent. of those surviving at the time 
of compulsory vaccination. (Tables 50-51.) ee 

Children remaining unvaccinated by reason of the conscientious 
objections of their parents numbered 35,553, amounted to 32:3 per 
cent. of the total children registered, and to 35-2 per cent. of those 
surviving at the time of compulsory vaccination. This number is 
322 more than in 1915, but is 3120 less than in 1914, and 926 
less than in 1918. It is more than the annual numbers of the 
years 1906 to 1912. The percentage these children constitute of 
the total registered, and the percentage they constitute of those 
surviving, are both higher in this than in any previous year... The 
former, the percentage of the total registered, exceeded 10 for the 
first time in 1908; 20 in 1910, and 30 in 1913. In 1914 it was 
31-2, which is 1-1 less than in‘the year now under review. The 
percentage these children constituted of the total surviving at the 
time of compulsory vaccination is 1-4 more than in the previous 
year, 0-7 more than in 1914, and 2:0 more than in 1913. In the 
counties the percentage of children surviving at the time of 
compulsory vaccination and remaining unvaccinated by reason of 
parental conscientious objection varied from 77-9 in Shetland. 54:2 
in Dumbarton, 53-1 in Forfar, 52-1 in Orkney, 51-0 in Stirling 
50-0 in Selkirk, 49-3 in Fife, 48-0 in Renfrew, 44-7 in Caithness, 
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and 43-0 in Ayr, to 9:4 in Elgin, 10°3 in Wigtown, 14-2 in Berwick, 
14-9 in Bute, 15-4 in Aberdeen, 15:4 in Nairn, and 15:8 in Kin- 
cardine. In the larger burghs this rate varied from 69°5 in 
Falkirk, 63-9 in Dundee, 60:0 in Clydebank, 59-7 in Greenock, 
54:4 in Kilmarnock, 52°8 in Hamilton, and 50-7 in Kirkcaldy, to 
10-8 in Aberdeen, 17:5 in Edinburgh, 21-7 in Ayr, 28°6 in Leith, 
and 29°6 in Glasgow. In the following registration districts all 
children surviving at the time of compulsory registration were 
exempted from vaccination because of parental conscientious 
objection, namely :—Fetlar, North Yell, Nesting, Whiteness and 
Weisdale, Harray, Hoy and Graemsay, Papa Westray, Bonar, 
North Gairloch, Kirkmichael (Banff), and Kilmorich. (Tables 
50-51 and pages 1-41.) 

Of the children whose births were registered between lst 
January 1906 and 31st December 1916, 281,742 were exempted 
from vaccination because of parental conscientious objection. 
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APPENDIX 1. 


ADDITIONAL STATISTICS REGARDING MARRIAGES 
REGISTERED IN SCOTLAND DURING THE YEAR 1916. 


A preliminary statement regarding the marriages registered in 
Scotland during the year 1916 was incorporated in the Sixty- 
Second Annual Report, along with the full statistical details of the 
registered births and deaths of that year. The marriage statistics 
there stated were of necessity incomplete and provisional, as full 
detail was not available at the time that Report was prepared, and 
hence the requirement of this additional statement. The 
provisional statement dealt only with numbers and rates, but this 
statement includes the statistics of the method of proclamation, the 
church of celebration, the ages of those marrying, and other 
statistical facts collected from the marriage registers. 

In the Sixty-Second Annual Report the number of marriages 
registered in Scotland during 1916 was stated to be 31,483. By 
a complete examination of the registers of the year this number is 
found to have been 31,419, and the difference being small, one of 
only 64, the marriage-rates given in the preliminary statement may 
be accepted as correct. 

Marriages registered in 1916 were less numerous than those 
registered in each of the preceding five years. Their number was 
4814 less than that of the previous year, 2488 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding five years, and 1415 less than the mean of 
those of the preceding ten years. The marriage-rate of the year 
was 6°51 per thousand, which was 1:06 less than in the previous 
year, 0°62 less than the mean of those of the five preceding years, 
and 0-40 less than the mean of those of the ten preceding years. 
(Table 9.) 

fiegular and Irregular Marriages.—Of the 31,419 marriages 
registered in 1916, 25,457, or 81-02 per cent., were regular, 1.¢€., 
solemnised by a minister of religion after proclamation by banns 
or after public notice at a registrar’s office, while 5962, or 18-98 per 
cent., were irregular. (Table 13.) 

The number of regular marriages registered during the year was 
3356 less than that of the previous year, 4349 less than the mean 
of those of the five preceding years, and 4309 less than the mean 
of those of the preceding ten years. The regular marriages of the 
year are fewer than those of all years since 1888. (Table 9.) 

The number of irregular marriages of the year, 1.e., those not 
solemnised by a minister of religion after proclamation by banns or 
after notice at a registrar’s office, was 1458 less than that of the 
previous year, but was 1956 more than the mean of those of the 
five preceding years, and 2894 more than the mean of those of the 
preceding ten years. The number of irregular marriages regis- 
tered within recent years has been a markedly increasing 
quantity, and were more numerous in 1915 and 1916 than in 
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all previous years. From 1855 to 1870 these marriages numbered 
less than 100 annually, and from 1871 to 1889, more than 100 but 
less than 1000. The first year in which they numbered more than 
1000 was 1890, and the first years they numbered more than 2000, 
3000, and 4000 were 1902, 1913, and 1914 respectively. In 1915 
they numbered 7420, but in the year now under consideration 
1916, they were less numerous, the figure being 5962. The 
irregular marriages registered in the two years 1915 and 1916 in all | 
numbered 13,382, which is more than the total number of these 
marriages registered during the 39 years 1855 to 1893, and is nearly 
as many as registered in the ten years 1891 to 1900. (Table 9.) 

Of the 5962 irregular marriages, 5533, or 92°8 per cent., were 
registered in the sixteen larger burghs, while only 429, or 7-2 per 
cent., were registered elsewhere. In [dinburgh irregular 
marriages numbered 1414, and constituted 41:5 per cent. of the 
total marriages of the year. In Glasgow they numbered 3019, and 
constituted 32-2 per cent. In Aberdeen they numbered 476, and 
constituted 33-0 per cent. of the total. In Dundee they numbered 
302, and constituted 23-6 per cent. of the total. They were 
also relatively numerous in Perth (24:4 per cent.) , in Ayr (18°6 per 
cent.), in Kilmarnock (14°6 per cent.), and in Falkirk (10-4 per 
cent.). In the counties of Berwick, Kinross, and Selkirk no 
irregular marriages were registered; in. Bute, Haddington, Kin- 
cardine, Peebles, Shetland, and Sutherland they numbered 38 or 
less. (Table 13.) 

Of the 5962 irregular marriages, 5955 were registered by Sheriff's 
warrant, and 7 by extract decree of declarator. 

Of the 25,457 regular marriages, 16,609, or 65:2 per cent., were 
celebrated after proclamation by banns; 8265, or 32:5 per cent., 
after public notice at a registrar's office ; and 583, or 2°3 per cent., 
after proclamation by banns in respect of one person and after 
public notice in respect of the other. Marriages after proclamation 
by banns numbered 3100 less than in the previous year, those after 
public notice 95 less, and those after banns in respect of one person 
and public notice in respect of the other 161 less. Marriages after 
proclamation by banns constituted 52°9 per cent. of the total 
marriages of the year—irregular marriages included—, those after

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public notice constituted 26-3 per cent., and those after banns in 
respect of one person and public notice in respect of the qther 
constituted 1-9 per cent. In the previous year these three per- 
centages were 54:4, 23-1, and 2:0 respectively. (Table 13.) 

Church of Celebration.—Of the 25,457 regular marriages regis- 
tered during the year, 11,632, or 45-7 per cent., were celebrated 
according to the rites of the Church of Scotland; 7037, or 27-6 per 
cent., according to those of the United Free Church; 254, or 1:0 
per cent., acording to those of the Free Church ; 3612, or 14:2 per 
cent., according to those of the Roman Catholic Church ; 985, or 
3-9 per cent., according to those of the Episcopal Church; and 
1937, or 7:6 per cent., according to those of other religious 
denominations. Compared with the number in the previous year, 
that of Church of Scotland marriages is 1782 less; of United Free 
Church marriages, 864 less; of Free Church marriages, 6 less; of 
Roman Catholic Church marriages, 295 less; of Episcopal Church 
marriages, 170 less; and that of marriages according to the rites of 
other religious denominations, 239 less. Compared with the mean 
of the numbers of the preceding five years, Church of Scotland 
marriages are 2485 fewer, United Free Church marriages are 1196 
fewer, Roman Catholic Church marriages are 154 fewer, and 
Episcopal Church marriages are 64 fewer. Compared with the 
means of the numbers of the ten preceding years, Church of Scot- 
land marriages are 2623 fewer, United Free Church marriages are 
1280 fewer, and Episcopal Church marriages are 9 fewer, but 
Roman Catholic Church marriages are 69 more. (Table 9.) 

Marriages celebrated according to the rites of the three large 
Presbyterian churches, the Church of Scotland, the United Free 
Church, and the Free Church, collectively numbered 18,923, and 
constituted 60-2 per cent. of the total marriages of the year, and 
74:3 per cent. of the regular marriages of the year. (Table 14.) 

The counties in which Church of Scotland marriages were rela- 

tively most frequent were Kinross (74:4 per cent. of the total 
marriages), Peebles (73-7), Kincardine (67°8), Haddington 
(64:6), Kirkcudbright (62-0), and Roxburgh (60:3), and those in 
which these marriages were least numerous were Ross and 
Cromarty (20-1), Sutherland (23-7), Lanark (27-3), Midlothian 
(32°1), Inverness (84-7), Renfrew (36:3), and Caithness (36-9). 
(Table 14.) 
_+United Free Church marriages were relatively most numerous 
in the counties of Orkney (45-4 per cent. of the total) , Sutherland 
(42:1), Caithness (41:8), Berwick (87-7), and Bute (37-7), and 
relatively least numerous in Peebles (16-4), in Midlothian (19:5) ‘ 
Lanark (20-2), Argyll (20-3), Inverness (21:0), and Aberdeen 
Cre sCvable 14.) 

Free Church marriages were relatively most numerous in the 
counties of Sutherland (31:6 per cent.) , Ross and Cromarty (31°5), 
Inverness (9:0), and Caithness (5-0), while in 16 counties none of 
these marriages were registered. (Table 14.) 

Marriages in the Roman Catholic Church were relatively most 
numerous in the counties of Dumbarton (26:8 per cent.), Renfrew 
(20°6), Lanark (17:0), Linlithgow (15:3), Inverness (12°5) , and 
Bute (11:3), while no such marriages were registered in six 
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counties, namely, Clackmannan, Kincardine, Kinross, 
Shetland, and Sutherland. (Table 14.) 

Marriages in the Episcopal Church were relatively numerous in 
Kincardine (7-2 per cent.), in Ross and Cromarty (6-7), in Forfar 
(5:3), and in Midlothian (5:3), while only 4 of these marriages 
were registered in the six counties of Bute, Kinross, Peebles, 
Shetland, Sutherland, and Wigtown taken collectively. (Table 
14.) 

An examination of the marriage registers of the year shows that 
40 different denominations are there named, and a complete list of 
these 40 along with the number of marriages celebrated in each is 
given in Table K: In the marriage registers of 1915 religious 
denominations named numbered 44, and in 1914 they numbered 388. 
Except in one or two instances the names of these churches and 
denominations are given as found in the registers, and it is 
possible that the same body may appear in the list under more than 
one title. The table shows that, in addition to the churches 
already named, there were six in which 50 or more marriages were 
celebrated, these being the Congregational Church (846 
marriages), the Baptist Church (862), the Wesleyan Methodist

Church (216), the Christian Brethren, including Plymouth 
Brethren (109), the Primitive Methodist Church (67), and 
the Church of the Original Secession (57). Marriages 
according to the rites of the Jews numbered 49, and those 


according to the rites of the Salvation Army, 25; 
year these figures were 63 and 42 respectively. 
Conjugal Condition of those Marrying.—Of the 31,419 marriages 
registered during the year, 27,457, or 87:4 per cent., were between

* These include both those of the Scottish Episcopal Church and those of the Church 
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bachelors and widows; 1781, or 5:7 per cent., were between 
widowers and spinsters; and 886, or 2°8 per cent., were between 
widowers and widows. In 7 instances the conjugal condition of 
one or other of the persons marrying was not specified in the 
registers. The total number of bachelors married was 98 ,745, 
which is 4802 less than in the previous year ; that of widowers was 
2667, which is 14 less than in the previous year ; that of spinsters, 
29 939, which is 5111 less than in the previous year; and that of 
widows, 2174, which is 295 more than in the previous year. The 
number of widows married during the year is not only larger than 
in the previous year but also larger than in all preceding years. 
In the ten years 1905 to 1914 the average number of widows 
married was 1518; in 1915 this number rose to 1879; and in 1916 
was 2174. <A similar though smaller increase in the number of 
marriages of widows occurred at the time of the South African 
war; in the ten years 1889 to 1898 these marriages averaged 1557, 
but in the years 1900 and 1902 they numbered 1709 and 1726 
respectively. (Tables 11-12.) 

Method of Signature.—Of the 62,888 persons married during the 
year 1916, 62,287, or 991 per thousand, signed the marriage 
registers, or marriage schedules, in writing, while 551, or 9 per 
thousand, did so by mark. In the previous year the mark was used 
by 498 persons, and they amounted to 7 per thousand of those 
married, and thus signature by mark was both absolutely and 
relatively more frequent in this than in that year. Of the bride- 
grooms of the year, 256, or 8 per thousand, used the mark; and of 
the brides, 295, or 9 per thousand, did so. Men using the mark 
for this purpose numbered 34 more than in the previous year, and 
women doing so numbered 19 more. The number of men using 
the mark, though greater than in the previous year, 1915, and also 
greater than in the years 1911, 1912, and 1914, is less than in all 
other past years. The number of women using the mark is less 
than in all years, 1915 excepted. The number of persons now 
using the mark is very small when compared with what it was in 
the earlier years of registration ; from 1855 to 1875 men using the 
mark constantly numbered more than 2000 annually, and from 
1876 to 1890 constantly over 1000, while women using the mark 
constantly numbered more than 3000 in the years 1855 to 1883, 
more than 2000 in the years 1884 to 1887, and more than 1000 in 
the years 1888 to 1897. (Tables 11-12.) 

Of the 551 persons using the mark, 353 were married in one or 
other of the larger burghs, and 198 elsewhere in Scotland. Of 
those married in the larger burghs, 235 were married in Glasgow, 
and 26 in Edinburgh. The only counties, burghs included, in 
which 20 or more persons signed by the mark during the year were 
Lanark, 297; Midlothian, 38; Renfrew, 28; and Ayr, 21. In the 
counties of Haddington, Kinross, Nairn, Roxburgh, Selkirk, and 
Shetland all persons married signed by writing, and in each of the 
counties of Berwick, Bute, Kincardine, Kirkcudbright, and Wig- 
town those using the mark only numbered 1. (Table 16.) . 

Ages of those Marrying.—The average age of all persons marry- 
ing during the year was 28-4, which is 0:5 more than in the previous 
year. In the larger burghs this average was 28-5, and in the rest 
of Scotland 28-2. : | 
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The average age of all the bridegrooms was 29-9, and of all the 
brides 26:9, the former being 0-7 more, and the latter 0-3 more, 
than in the previous year. The difference between the average 
ages of the bridegrooms and brides was 3-0 years; in the previous 
year this difference was 2°6. 

The average age of all bachelors marrying during the year was 
28:5; of those marrying spinsters, 28:1; and of those marrying 
widows, 35'1. In the previous year these three averages were 
27-9, 27-7, and 35:6. : 

The average age of all widowers marrying during the year was 
455; of those marrying spinsters, 43°38; and of those marrying 
widows, 49:0. In the previous year these three averages were 
45°1, 43°4, and 48°8. 

The average age of all spinsters marrying during the year was 
26-1; of those marrying bachelors, 25-5; and of those marrying 
widowers, 34°5. In the previous year these three averages were 
25°8, 25°3, and 34°5. 

The average age of all widows marrying during the year was 
38°2; of those marrying bachelors, 34:8; and of those marrying 
widowers, 43:1. In the previous year these three averages were 
39°9, 36°5, and 44-0. 

The average age of all women marrying bachelors was 26-0; of 
all women marrying widowers, 37:4; of all men marrying spinsters, 
29-1; and of all men marrying widows, 40:8. 

The average difference of age between the two spouses in all the 
marriages registered during the year was 3-0 years. In all 
marriages where the bridegroom was a bachelor this difference was 
2-5 years, and where he was a widower 8:1 years. Where the bride 
was a spinster this difference was 3:0, and where she was a widow 
26. Thus this difference appears to be more influenced by the 
conjugal condition of the bridegroom than by that of the bride.. 
The largest difference of average age is 9°3 years, which occurred 
where widowers married spinsters, and the smallest difference was 
0-3 years, which occurred when bachelors married widows. 

The oldest men marrying during the year were 5 bachelors of 
over 70, and 41 widowers of similar age, the oldest of all being 4

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widowers of over 80. The oldest women marrying during the year 
were 3 spinsters and 15 widows of over 65 but under 70, and 5 
widows of over 70 but under 75. In five instances the combined 
aces of the spouses amounted to 140 years or more, a Maximum of 
143 years occurring where a widower of 81 married a widow of 62. 
In contrast to these there were 3 instances in which the combined 
ages only amounted to 33 years. (Tables 21-25.) 

The youngest bridegrooms of the year were 1 of kG, So201 
189 of 18, and 517 of 19. Of these all, except 1 of 17, 1 of 18, and 
9 of 19, married spinsters. The youngest spinsters of the year 
were 7 of 15, 60 of 16, and 371 of 17, all of whom married bachelors, 
and 1 of 15, and 4 of 17 who married widowers. The youngest 
widows marrying were 1 of 17, 1 of 18, 10 of 19, and 13 of 20, all of 
whom married bachelors. (Tables 21-25.) 

In the appended tables (Tables 21 to 25) the ages of husbands 
and wives are shown in correlation, and in them it may be seen that, 
while in the majority of instances the differences of age are not 
ereat, there is a minority in which these differences are consider- 
able. Among the marriages of the year where these differences 
were great there were those of 17 bachelors of over 40 marrying girls 
of under 20, and one where a bachelor of under 25 married a 
spinster of over 55. Among the bachelors marrying widows there 
were 3 of under 25 who married widows of over 40, and among 
widowers marrying spinsters there were 5 of over 50 who married 
spinsters of 20 or under. In one instance a boy of 16 married a 
spinster of 25, and in another a man of 42 married a girl of 15. 
(Tables 21-25.) 

The average age at marriage among men in the counties varied 
from 34:1 in Nairn, 33-7 in Argyll, 33-2 in Inverness, 33-1 in Bute, 
33-1 in Ross and Cromarty, 323 in Shetland, and 32-2 in Suther- 
land, to 28-0 in Linlithgow, 28-4 in Clackmannan, 28°8 in Ayr, and 
29:0 in Dumbarton, and in Fife. The average age at marriage of 
the women ranged from 29:8 in Bute, 29°6 in Nairn and in Shet- 
land, 29-1 in Roxburgh, and 29-0 in Argyll, to 24-8 in Linlithgow, 
96-1 in Ayr and in Dumbarton, and 26-4 in Orkney and in Wigtown. 
(Tables 17-18.) 
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REPORT ON THE WEATHER OVER SCOTLAND FOR 
THE YEAR ENDING 31st DECEMBER 1917. 


By A. Watt, M.A., F.R.S.E., under the direction of the Council 
of the Scottish Meteorological Society. 


This report consists of a description of the weather for each 
month of 1917 and detailed statistics for 77 stations. In preparing 
the descriptive matter additional sources of information have been 
utilized, including numerous rainfall records and meteorological 
returns from The Northern Lighthouses. 


January 1917.—The month was characterised by a high mean 
pressure ; an extremely low mean temperature, with an abnormally 
low mean daily range; a low mean rainfall; and an abnormal 
excess of northerly and easterly winds.* 

Pressure was for a time very variable with various depressions 
travelling on an easterly or south-easterly track, but by 15th a 
high-pressure system had developed over Scandinavia, and this, in 
conjunction with depressions further south, dominated conditions 
over our Islands until the end of the month, giving a well-marked 
gradient for south-easterly winds. The mean distribution over 
our Islands for the month showed a complete reversal of the 
normal type, and pressure was highest in north and west and 
lowest in south-east. The mean was 29-958 in., or 0°105 in. above 
the normal, and at Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. on 
5th and from 18th to 3lst, and the extremes there were 30°51 in. 
on 23rd and 29-24 on 8th. 

The very mild south-westerly type of weather which had marked 
the closing days of 1916 continued during the first three days of 
1917; but on 4th a prolonged spell of wintry weather set in, and 
the first four months of the year were all, with but slight 
interruptions, abnormally cold. Throughout January no specially 
low night temperatures occurred, though there were sharp falls on 
6th, 10th, 23rd, and 30th; but from 4th onwards, with winds at 
first from north and then from north-east or east, the days were 
persistently cold—colder on the average than in any January since 
1895—and during the last three weeks of the month the extreme 
variations in temperature at most places were very slight. Thus 
at Edinburgh between 13th and 31st temperature did not rise 
above 37° or fall below 29°. During the last ten days of the 
month when conditions were most rigorous it was on the whole 
colder in England than in Scotland. The mean temperature was 
the lowest recorded in January since 1897, though it was closely

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approached in 1910, and a remarkable feature of the month was 
the low mean daily range, which was much the lowest on record. 
The mean of the reporting stations was 35°°3, or 2°-0 below the 
normal, the days being 3°-3 and the nights 0°-8 below their 
respective averages. The extreme readings were 55° at Turn- 
berry on Ist and 11° at Bangour on 10th. 

There were some heavy rainfalls during the first three days, with 
an aggregate at Kinlochquoich from 1st to 3rd of as much as 6% in., 
whilst considerable precipitation more or less widely. from 4th to 
10th or 11th, and on the Borders in hilly districts on some later 
days, was mainly in the form of snow. At many places practically 
no precipitation occurred after 10th or 12th, and in most districts 
practically none from about 15th onwards. In some eastern and 
central districts, however, there were various further moderate 
falls of snow. In extreme north-east and south-east aggregates 
were appreciably above the normal, but over wide areas there was 
a decided shortage, and Fort-William, Paisley, and Dumfries had 
less than one-half, and Central Perthshire less than one-third of 
the normal. The mean of the reporting stations was 2°75 in., or 
76 per cent. of the normal. Ba 

Early in the month there was much stormy and squally weather, 
whilst later the persistent easterly winds were, as a rule, of 
moderate force. ‘There were in many districts severe snowstorms 
between 5th and 9th; around 13th and 14th; and in hilly districts 
on one or two later days. In some districts snow lay continuously 
from about 5th to the end of the month. 

A fair amount of sunshine was experienced in the west, but in 
east conditions were. in general very gloomy. At Edinburgh the 
aggregate sunshine from 15th to 31st was less than 1 hour, and at 
Marchmont in Berwickshire the month was much the cloudiest 
January for at least 35 years. 

On 4th an exceptionally bright aurora was widely observed over 
the British Isles, as far south as Oxford; and minor displays at 
Aberdeen on 12th and in Orkney on 22nd. 


February 1917.—The month was characterised by an abnormally 
high mean pressure; an abnormally low mean temperature, with 
a slightly low mean daily range; an abnormally low mean rainfall ; 
and a wind distribution in close agreement with the normal. 

The mean pressure of 30°119 in. was 0-293 in. above the normal 
and the highest mean for February since 1896. After 4th anti- 
cyclonic conditions were much in evidence, pressure fluctuations 
were seldom more than slight, and the most important variations 
occurred on 19th and 20th when a depression spread eastwards over 
our Islands. At Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. on 
Ist, from 5th to 16th, on 18th, 19th, 22nd, and 24th, and from 
26th to 28th, and the extremes there were 30:47 in. on 8th and 
29-68 in. on 3rd. 

The spell of wintry weather which had set in early in January 
lasted until February 17th, and in some districts reached its 
ereatest intensity about 6th, when the thermometer in the 
‘Stevenson Screen ’’ fell to 2° at West Linton, to 3° at Braemar, 
and to 4° at Balmoral, with various readings on the grass below 
zero, (-7° at West Linton). There were again some very low 
readings on 13th and 16th (6° at Braemar on each of these days). 
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On 18th a thaw was general, and fairly mild conditions prevailed 
until the end of the month. The mean of the reporting stations 
was 35°°8, or 29-1 below the normal; the days were 2°-3 and the 
nights 1°-9 below their respective averages. The highest reading 
was 55° at Kirkealdy on 26th. It is noteworthy that during the 
cold spell conditions were much more rigorous in England than in 
Scotland. On 6th a reading of —4° F. was registered in screen at 
Benson near Dorchester on Thames; and for the week ending 
10th a mean temperature of 339-2 at Edinburgh compared with 
24°°8 at Cambridge, 28°-3 at Greenwich, and 31°-7 even at 
Ventnor. 

The month was an extremely dry one in practically all parts of 
our Islands. Nearly the whole of Scotland had less than one-half, 
and considerable areas less than one-third or one-quarter of the 
normal precipitation ; there were numerous aggregates of less than 
1 in.; and at many places the month was the driest February since 
1895 or 1891. There were many days with no precipitation, and 
at many places falls exceeding 0-1 in. occurred on only two or three 
days. ‘There were some falls of snow early in the month, and in 
some districts on 11th, but the only general rainfall of importance 
occurred on 20th, when Dundee and Lednathie (Forfarshire) had 
more than 1 in. During the last week there were trifling falls in 
west and south. The mean of the reporting stations was 1-06 in., 
or 34 per cent. of the normal. | 

A severe snowstorm was widely experienced between 1st and 4th 
and minor falls on 11th and here and there on one or two other 
days. At some places no snow fell; but there was snow lying in 
many districts until about 10th, and in some till 19th, and at 
Braemar there was snow lying continuously from 4th January till 
27th February. . 

No thunder reported, but lightning at Stornoway on 4th. 

Considerable amounts of sunshine were experienced during the 
first half of the month and especially during the second week, but 
the period from 17th to 22nd was extremely gloomy; and there- 
after amounts were only moderate. 

A bright aurora was widely observed on 15th, and minor displays 
here and there on 4th, 14th, 19th, and 25th. 


March 1917.—The month was characterised by a mean pressure 
practically equal to the normal; an abnormally low mean 
temperature, with a slightly low mean daily range; a rather low 
mean rainfall; and an excess of winds from south-east and also 
from north. 

Conditions were generally unsettled, especially from 5th to 7th, 
when a ‘‘ low ’’ moved south-eastwards from the south of Ireland: 
around 19th and 25th; and towards the end of the month when a 
deep depression to the north of Scotland moved eastwards to 
Scandinavia. The mean pressure was 29-785 in., or 0-006 in. 
below the normal, and at Leith, at sea-level, readings were above 
30 in. on Ist and 2nd, from 15th to 18th, from 22nd to 24th, and 
on 27th, the extremes there being 30°54 in. on evening of 15th, 
and 28-98 in. on evening of 29th. » ; 

The first three or four days were fairly-mild; but there then 
developed another spell of extremely wintry weather, which 
reached its greatest intensity between 8th and 10th. On 9th the 
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thermometer in screen fell to -3° at Braemar and to -2° at West 
Linton—the lowest readings on record for Scotland in March since 
observations were organised in 1856. The severe cold was 
accompanied by biting winds from east and south-east. By 17th 
milder conditions were again in evidence, and thereafter tem- 
perature varied with wind direction, being fairly high around 25th 
and again low at the end of the month. In spite of the low 
‘records ’’ established, the month, from the point of view of its 
mean temperature, was slightly less cold than March 1916. The 
mean of the reporting stations was 36°°8, or 2°-8 below the normal 
 (386°-4 in 1916) ; the days were 2°-9 and the nights 2°-6 below their 
respective averages; and the mean daily range was 1198 as 
‘compared with the abnormally low range of 99-1 in March 1916. 
The highest reading was 59° at Gordon Castle on 17th. 

In so cold a month much of the precipitation naturally consisted 
of snow and sleet. In Shetland and Orkney and at a few points 
on the eastern half of the mainland, as at Nairn and Perth, 
aggregates were fully equal to the normal, but in general there was 
a deficiency, and Leith, Quinish (Mull), and Glenquoich had less 
than half the the normal. There were various almost quite dry 
periods, and on many of the nominal ‘‘ rain-days’’ amounts were 
shght. Some moderately heavy falls of rain (or rain accom- 
panied by snow and sleet) occurred here and there around 5th; 
more widely on 10th, though not towards the north ; towards north- 
west from 16th to 19th; and more generally on 28th—about 1} in. 

at Greenock. The mean of the reporting stations was 2°36 in., or 
~ 79 per cent. of the normal. 

From about 4th to 7th the weather was of a stormy easterly to 
south-easterly type, and heavy falls of snow were widely 
experienced. At Balmoral there was a depth on 7th and 8th of 
20 in., and in exposed districts snow lay on the ground until 17th 
with some serious drifting at first. There were less important falls 
later in the month, though rather heavy in some districts around 
19th and 26th and on 31st with squally winds or gales. 

Lightning was seen at Cally (Gatehouse) on evening of 29th, 
and thunder at one or two outlying western stations on the morning 
of that day. 


Sunshine amounts were fully equal to the normal in the south; 
but deficient in the north. 
An aurora was observed at Aberdeen on 17th, and ‘‘ auroral 


glow ”’ at Paisley on that day; in Shetland and at Braemar and 
Paisley on 19th; and at Glasgow on 20th. 


April 1917.—The month was characterised by a slightly low 
mean pressure; an abnormally low mean temperature, with a 
rather low mean daily range; a rather low mean rainfall; and a 
large excess of winds from west and north-west. 

With various depressions affecting our area pressure distribution 
was very irregular until about 18th, but on 19th an anticyclone 
spread over our Islands and dominated weather conditions in most 
districts until the end of the month. During the last few days 
however, a disturbance travelling from Teeland to Scandinavia 
affected northern districts. The mean value was 29-826 in., or 
0-055 in. below the normal, and at Leith, at sea-level, pressure was 
above 30 in. on 17th, and from 20th to 27th, the extremes there 
heing 30-61 in. on 25th and 29-11 in. on 14th. 
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For the fourth month in succession mean temperature was 
greatly below the normal. Until 17th or 18th extremely cold and 
inclement weather prevailed, and at Glencarron the mean tem- 
perature of the first week was 12°-9 below the normal and that of 
the second week 10°-2 below. The thermometer in screen fell to 
6° at Eskdalemuir on night of 1st-2nd and to 8° at Braemar on 
night of 10th-11th, and these are the lowest readings on record for 
April since observations were organised in 1856. During the last 
ten days temperature was above the normal, with fairly high 
readings on 22nd; but the month as a whole ranks as the coldest 
April on record for Scotland and has been approached in severity, 
during the last sixty years, only in 1879 and 1877. At Gordon 
Castle, in Morayshire, for which reliable observations are available 
for more than a century, it appears to have been the coldest April 
since 1812; at Edinburgh it was slightly less cold than April 1879. 
The mean of the reporting stations was 399-9, or 4°:2 below the 
normal, the days being 4°°7 and the nights 3°°6 below their 
le averages. ‘The highest reading was 67° at Crathes on 
22nd. 

Precipitation, consisting mainly of snow and sleet, was frequent 
in practically all districts until 18th, whilst the last ten days of 
the month were rainless or nearly so except towards the north. 
On 2nd the ‘‘ rainfall equivalent’’ of melted snow at The 
Hangingshaw (near Selkirk) was as much as 1°30 in. ‘The 
month’s aggregates were above the normal in south-east, and very 
generally in north, but elsewhere various districts showed a well- 
marked shortage, and Lednathie, Stronvar, and Paisley had only 
one-half or less of the normal. The mean of the reporting 
stations was 2°10 in., or 91 per cent. of the normal. 

Some very severe snowstorms, often with squally winds, 
occurred. Heavy falls on night of 2nd—as much as | foot or more 
in exposed districts—were followed by a rapid thaw, and around 
5th, 9th, llth, 14th, and 16th there were falls of considerable 
depth in many districts, more especially towards the Borders, 
with drifting at times. At Dumfries on 11th snow lay to a depth 
of 1 foot. With the fine weather of the last ten days the snow 
quickly disappeared. The total fall of snow for the month may 
have been unprecedented, but it may be recalled that in 1908 there 
was a severe snowstorm as late as April 23rd, and that the 
previous ‘‘ record ’’ minimum temperature for April (9° at Perth) 
occurred at that advanced date of that month. 

No thunder was reported; lightning at Baltasound on Ist, 3rd, 
and 18th. 

Sunshine amounts were deficient—at Edinburgh 34 hours per 
day as against an average of 44 hours. 

An aurora was observed at Edinburgh on 15th; at Aberdeen on 
17th; and at Paisley on 15th, 16th, and 20th. St. Elmo’s Fire 
was seen at Eskdalemuir on 11th. 


May 1917.—The month was characterised by a somewhat high 
mean pressure; a mean temperature practically equal to the 
normal, with a slightly low mean daily range; a mean rainfall 
practically equal to the normal ; and a large excess of winds from an 
easterly quarter. 

During the first few days pressure over our area was ant- 
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cyclonic, except in the extreme north; during the second week 
depressions crossed our Islands from the Atlantic, whilst an anti- 
cyclone was dominant over Iceland; and towards the end of the 
month the distribution was irregular but, as a rule, of a southerly 
type. The mean distribution over Western Europe was almost 
unique for the month of May, being highest over Norway and 
lowest off our south-western coasts. ‘I'he mean value for Scotland 
was 30-007 in., or 0-064 in. above the normal, and at Leith, at 
sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. from Ist to 7th, from 9th to 
12th, from 15th to 17th, and on 25th and 26th, the extremes there 
being 30-39 in. on morning of 6th and 29°66 in. on evening of 31st. 
The range for the month was thus very moderate. 

‘The fine weather which had been experienced during the last 
ten days or so of April continued throughout the first few days of 
May, and at one or two places highest readings for the month 
occurred on 8rd or 4th. From about 5th to 12th or 14th, however, 
a cold and wet easterly type of conditions prevailed, with some 
decidediy low day temperatures, and during the third week also the 
thermometer, except in some western districts, remained for the 
most part below the normal. Thereafter some very warm days 
occurred, especially from 25th to 28th, with high night readings 
on 26th and 27th. In various districts the mean temperature of 
the month was decidedly above the normal. The mean of the 
reporting stations was 49°-4, or 0°-3 above the normal, the days 
being 0°-2 below and the nights 0°-7 above their respective 
averages. ‘The extreme readings were 79° at Kilmarnock and 
Nairn on 28th and 21° at Kingussie on 6th. 

Fine weather such as had in most districts characterised the last 
ten days of April was nearly everywhere experienced during the 
first six days of May, whilst from 7th to 14th rather heavy falls 
were more or less general, though in south and towards south-east 
the dry spell was prolonged until 10th. At West Linton, for 
example, no rain fell from 19th April to 9th May inclusive. 
Between 18th and 22nd conditions were again rather unsettled, 
whilst during the last few days some heavy falls occurred during 
thunderstorms—l1 in. or more at Ardtornish on both 26th and 27th, 
at Colmonell on 27th, at Crieff on 29th, and at Leadhills and Lang- 
holm on 81st. As usual these thunderstorm rains exhibited sharp 
local variations. Thus, 1 in. at Roshven on 26th was followed by 
15 in. on 27th whilst at Fort-William the amounts on these days 
were trifling. Aggregates were anove toe normal in some inland 
districts, and towards south-west and south. Elsewhere there was 
a shortage, and Fort-William had only one-half and Glencarron 
cnly one-quarter of the normal. At Fort-William the month was 
the sixth in succession with a decidedly deficient rainfall, the- 
ageregate for the period lst December 1916-31s¢ May 1917 
amounting to only 20-12 in. ag compared with a normal of 41-97 in. 
The mean of the reporting stations wag 2°59 in., or 97 per cent. of 
the normal. 

Snow fell in some northern districts between 8th and 10th. and 
at Fort-Augustus on 8th the hills were covered with snow down to 
the edge of Loch Ness. 

Thunderstorms occurred towards the north-west on 12th; at one 
or two points on 25th; and rather widely on 26th, 27th. 28th. or 
29th. At Glasgow on 28th and at Crieff on 29th flooding occurred 
as a result of brief rainfalls of considerable intensity. 
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Sunshine amounts were below the normal—at Edinburgh and 
Glasgow by an average of about 14 hours per day. ‘There were a 
few very sunny days—14 hours or more at Aberdeen on 3rd, 16th, 
and 28th, and at Glasgow on 16th—but the second week was 
extremely gloomy, and at Edinburgh no sunshine was recorded 
from 8th to 12th. 


June 1917.—The month was characterised by a fractionally low 
mean pressure; a mean temperature and a mean rainfall differing 
little from the normal; a mean daily range of temperature 
practically equal to the normal; and an excess of winds from south 
and south-west. 

Fluctuations of pressure were moderate, and the most important 
depression of the month was one which travelled down from 
Iceland until its centre was over Central England on evening of 
20th, it then moved across the North Sea to Scandinavia, and was 
associated with northerly to north-westerly winds and coid and 
wet weather over our area. From about 7th to 12th an anti- 
cyclone was dominant. ‘The mean for-the month was 29-950 in., 
or 0-015 in. below the normal, and at Leith, at sea-level, pressure 
was above 30 in. on 3rd, from 5th to 7th, from 9th to 12th; from 
14th to 17th, and from 26th to 30th, the extremes there being 
30°42 in. on 380th and 29-48 in. on 21st. 

During the first few days temperature was rather above the 
normal, and from about 11th to 18th with easterly or southerly 
winds some warm weather was experienced, with highest readings 
on 12th—as high as 81° at Fort-William—and here and there from 
15th to 17th. With northerly winds the 20th was in many 
districts the coldest day, whilst the coldest nights occurred towards 
the end of the month with a north-easterly type of conditions. On 
30th the thermometer in screen fell to 29° at Balmoral and West 
Linton, with a rather sharp ground frost in some upland districts 
and a reading at Braemar from a thermometer in the open as low 
as 23°. In eastern districts the mean temperature of the month 
was equal to or rather above the normal, but in some inland and 
western districts rather below it. The mean of the reporting 
stations was 54°°3, or 0°:4 below the normal, the days being 0°°5 
and the nights 0°-4 below their respective averages. 

Much dry weather was experienced ; at many places a guod deal 
of the month’s rainfall occurred with thunderstorms ; and at several 
one-half or more of the aggregate was accounted for in a rainstorm 
which commenced late on 20th and continued during a great part 
of 21st at some places in the north. By 9 a.m. on 21st fully 1 in. 
had fallen over considerable areas, and nearly 13 in. at Balmoral 
and Wolfelee. Harlier in the month moderate to fairly heavy falls 
occurred around 3rd and 7th, but from 8th to 19th various districts 
were rainless or all but so, whilst in others the only falls of import- 
ance during that period occurred around 12th, with as much as 
13 in. at Helensburgh on that day. Following the rainstorm of 
20th conditions remained unsettled until 25th. In some districts, 
however, no rain, or none of importance, fell after 21st, and every- 
where the last few days of the month were dry. Aggregates were 
rather above the normal in some northern and western districts, 
but rather deficient in the east. The mean of the reporting 
stations was 2°41 in., being practically the normal. 
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Wind force was in general light, but rather high around 14th. 

Thunderstorms occurred here and there on 2nd and 7th ; rather 
widely on 12th and 18th; in the north on 21st, and at various points 
from 24th to 27th. 

Sunshine amounts were decidedly above the normal, more 
especially in east and north. At Aberdeen (239 hours), where 
there is a continuous record since 1881, a sunnier June has been 
experienced only in 1889 (245 hours). At various stations the 
amounts were twice or thrice those recorded in the extremely 
gloomy June of 1916, e.g., Gordon Castle had 243 hours as com- 
pared with 77 hours in 1916. 


July 1917.—The month was characterised by a high mean 
pressure; a slightly high mean temperature, with a high mean 
daily range; a low mean rainfall; and a considerable excess of 
winds from a north-easterly quarter. 

For the most part the weather was of a quiet anticyclonic 
type, but from about 138th to 19th conditions were definitely 
cyclonic, and around 27th a large low-pressure system to the north- 
west of Scotland affected our area. The mean pressure for the 
month was 30-088 in., or 0°135 in. above the normal, and at Leith, 
at sea-level, pressure was above 30 in. from 1st to 7th, from 9th to 
13th, from 20th to 25th, and on 30th and dlst, the extremes there 
being 30°38 in. on 5th and 29-68 in. on 19th. 

During the first few days temperature was rather: low in east 
and north—with lowest readings for the month at various places 
on Ist—but high in west, with 80° at Fort-William on 3rd. 
After various fluctuations during the second week, and low readings 
both by day and night around 11th—at Balmoral 30° in the screen 
and 26° in the open on the night of 10th-11th—there set in a 
steady rise in temperature, which continued until the last day or 
two of the month. The mean of the reporting stations was 57°-9, 
or 0°°6 above the normal, the days being 1°-4 above and the nights 
0°-2 below their respective averages. ‘Ihe highest reading was 
82° at Dundee on 24th. 

‘The last few days of June had been dry in all districts, and over 
wide areas July proved rainless or all but so until 17th, the period 
from June 26th to July 17th providing one of the finest spells of 
weather of the year. Here and there, however, trifling falls 
occurred on 6th or 11th, and in some districts there were moderate 
to heavy falls from 14th or 15th to 17th. On 18th a heavy rain- 
storm was more or less general in all except some inland, north- 
western, and northern districts, with numerous falls of about 1 in. 
or more, and at Eskdalemuir Observatory and Whithorn as much 
as 13 in. From 23rd to 29th conditions were again rather 
unsettled, and on 27th a severe rainstorm, apparently of a very 
local character in its most intense form, visited parts of Lanark- 
shire and Renfrewshire, when Glasgow Observatory recorded as 
much as 2:11 in. between 5.40 p-m. and midnight (G.M.T.) and 
Paisley 1-40 in. in about 44 hours. At Greenock the corresponding 
fall was only 0-18 in. At afew points where exceptionally heavy 
falls had been experienced on one or two days, as at Glasoow and 
Aberdeen, aggregates for-the month exceeded the normal. but in 
general there was a decided shortage. Deerness had an ageregate 
of hardly $ in.; Dunrobin and Castlebay (Barra) less than 1 in; 
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and comparatively few stations as much as 2 in. Aberdeen, how- 
ever, had as much as 3°65 in., largely accounted for between 15th 
and 19th. ‘The mean of the reporting stations was 1:80 in., or 56 
per cent. of the normal. | 

On the afternoon of 15th a thunderstorm occurred at various 
points, and more or less well-developed thunderstorms were 
experienced here and there on 13th, 14th, 16th, 17th, or during 
the fourth week—at Gordon Castle on as many as six days. At 
many places some of the thunderstorms were unaccompanied by 
rain. 

Some fog or mist occurred, but the general character of the 
month was extremely sunny, and most places had on the average 
at least one hour per day more sunshine than the normal. At 
Deerness the month with an aggregate of 208 hours was the 
eae July since 1897, and compared with only 72 hours in July 


August 1917.—The month was characterised by an abnormally 
low mean pressure; a rather high mean temperature, with an 
abnormally low mean daily range; a rather high mean rainfall ; 
and a considerable excess of easterly winds. 

Conditions were for the most part of a cyclonic type, and 
especially disturbed from 26th to 28th, when one of the deepest 
summer depressions on record crossed our Islands on a north- 
easterly track. The mean pressure for the month was 29-606 in., 
or 0-250 in. below the normal, and the lowest recorded in August 
for at least 50 years. At Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 
30 in. only on Ist and 5th, and the extremes there were 30-11 in. 
on Ist and 28°65 in. on 28th. 

A striking feature of the month was the very moderate 
fluctuation of the night temperatures. With generally cloudy 
skies, the natural accompaniment of low atmospheric pressure and 
consequent restriction of terrestrial radiation, these were, as a rule, 
decidedly above the normal; higher on the average than in any 
August for at least 50 years; and, leaving out of account fairly low 
readings around 20th or on 81st, showed at many stations a 
variation of only five or six degrees throughout the month. Day 
temperatures also were moderate for a summer month, though 
very high in north and west from 5th to 7th—as high as 84° at 
Nairn on 6th—and fairly high more or less generally on Ist, 10th, 
and 17th. The mean of the reporting stations was 58°°1, or 195 
above the normal, the days being 0°°3 and the nights 2°°8 above 
their respective averages, and the mean daily range (12°-0) the 
lowest on record for the month of August. The lowest reading 
was 38° at Balmoral on 19th. 

Except in the east little or no rain fell during the first week, and 
Orkney experienced all but rainless weather until 16th. By 8th 
conditions had become unsettled generally and remained more or 
less so throughout the month, with some heavy falls im most 
districts, especially from 8th to 18th, 22nd to 24th, and 26th to 
98th. Falls exceeding 1 in. occurred at Eskdalemuir on 11th, and 
at Dalkeith and Dundee, during a thunderstorm, on 14th; Ford 
on Loch Awe recorded 1°42 in. on 22nd, with as much as 2°46 in. 
on 23rd; on both 26th and 27th Marchmont in Berwickshire had 
more than 1 in. ; and on 28th a severe rainstorm was general in east 
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and north, with numerous falls exceeding 1 in. and as much as 
2°63 in. at Drumnadrochit and 2°40 in. at Ardross Castle in Ross- 
shire. Except in the extreme north and at some western stations 
aggregates were above the normal, in most eastern districts 
decidedly so, and in Berwickshire the month was the wettest 
August on record. At Edinburgh, however, the total of about 
4? in. compared with fully 7 in. in August 1915. ‘The number of 
“rain days ’’ was unusually large. In other parts of our Islands 
the month was even more notably wet than in the relatively 
wettest districts of Scotland. At Dublin, for example, a total of 
about 74 in. exceeded the previous record in half a century; in 
Wales and the south-west of England amounts were very heavy ; 
and whilst the mean of the reporting stations for Scotland (5-06 
in.) represented 130 per cent. of the normal, the general rainfall of 
England and Wales was 192 per cent. and that of Ireland 192 per 
cent. 

On 28th the weather was stormy with a north-easterly wind. 

There were thunderstorms at one or more points on almost every 
day during the second and third weeks—at both Edinburgh and 
Glasgow on 7 days. On the afternoon of 14th some structural 
damage was done near Edinburgh. 

In the east and north much fog occurred during the first week. 

Sunshine amounts were much below the normal in east; about 
the normal in west; and slightly in excess in Orkney. 

Aurora was observed at Stornoway on 18th and 14th, at Dundee 
on 21st, and at Deerness on 21st and 25th. 


September 1917.—The month was characterised by a low mean 
pressure ; a somewhat high mean temperature, with a rather low 
mean daily range; a rather low mean rainfall; and a large excess 
of south-westerly winds. 

Conditions were almost continuously of a cyclonic type, and 
especially disturbed around 20th, when a depression moved on a 
north-easterly track between Orkney and Shetland. The mean 
pressure for the month was 29-838 in., or 0-101 in. below the 
normal, and at Leith, at sea-level, pressure was above 380 in. only 
on 3rd, from 9th to 12th, on 23rd, 29th, and 30th, the extremes 
there being 30-26 in. on 29th and 29-46 in. on Ist and 20th. 

The mean temperature of the month was almost everywhere 
rather above the normal, and fluctuations were moderate. The days 
were seldom cold but seldom very warm, though fairly high 
readings were general between 4th and 7th—as high as 75° at 
Kilmarnock on 5th—and in some eastern districts on 25th. With 
rather cloudy skies the nights were, as in August, almost uniformly 
mild, but rather sharp touches of cold occurred around 10th and 
18th, with readings at Braemar on night of 9th-10th of 28° in 
screen and 22° in the open. The mean of the reporting stations 
was 54°:0, or 19-2 above the normal, the davs being 0°:6 and the 
nights 1°-7 above their respective averages. ~ | 

As regards rainfall, Scotland showed a very wide range of 
conditions both in the actual amounts recorded and the relation of - 
these to the normal. In eastern, inland, and some western 
districts there was a decided deficiency, and at Edinburgh, for 
example, the month’s total was Giaky AS is Tia south, north-west 
and extreme north, on the other hand, there was a more or less 
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decided excess, and in Shetland the month was the wettest 
September on record. At Glenquoich, in the West Highlands, 
the aggregate of 15°75 in. was the largest for September since 
1892. At Kinlochquoich the aggregate was as much as 19-29 in. 
In the east there were many days with little or no rain, and from 
2nd to 10th or 11th amounts were generally unimportant except on 
one or two days towards the north. Otherwise conditions were 
mostly wet and unsettled, with falls exceeding 1 in. in south on 
Ist; at Lerwick on 4th; at various points on 13th, when the most 
general rainstorm of the month occurred ; at Lerwick on 15th; and 
towards the north-west on 20th, 24th, 26th, and 27th. Towards 
the north-west rain fell on every day from 10th to 29th, and at 
Glenquoich a fall of 1-08 in. on 26th was followed by as much as 
0°22 in. on 27th. At Kinlochquoich, where the aggregate was. 
fully 19 in., about 2 in. fell on 24th, 1 in. on 26th, and 4 in. on 
27th. The mean of the reporting stations was 3-0l°*in., or 94 
per cent. of the normal. 

The persistence of south-westerly winds was remarkable, and 
these were often of considerable force and very squally in 
character, especially on 20th, when a gale was widely experienced, 
and on some later days. | 

ree were thunderstorms at one or two points on Ist, 15th, and 
18th. 

A good deal of mist occurred throughout the month, with fog 
during the first week or so. 

Sunshine amounts were below the normal except towards the 
north-east. . 

An aurora was widely observed in Scotland and Ireland on 18th; 
here and there in Scotland on 8th, 17th, 20th, and 21st. : 


October 1917.—The month was characterised by an abnormally 
low mean pressure; an abnormally low mean temperature, with a 
slightly low mean daily range; an abnormally high mean rainfall ; 
and a large excess of south-westerly winds. 

_Atmospheric conditions were almost continuously of an 
extremely unsettled type; some of the numerous depressions 
affecting our area were unusually deep; and on 24th, when a deep 
depression moved with unusual rapidity round the north of 
Scotland, the barometer fell about 1 in. in nearly all districts— 
rather more in Orkney—with a recovery of } in. or more on 25th. 
‘The mean pressure for the month was below the normal all over 
our Islands, and the deficiency increased from south to north 
(0-05 in. at Jersey, but 0°36 in. at Lerwick) with an unusually 
steep gradient for south-westerly winds. For Scotland the mean 
~ was 29-513 in., or 0°328 in. below the normal, and during the last 
sixty years a lower mean for October has occurred only in 1903. 
At Leith, at sea-level, pressure reached 30 in. only on Ist, 19th, 
and 20th, the extremes there being 30-12 in. on evening of 19th and 
28°51 in. on evening of 24th. 

Fairly high temperatures occurred during the first two or three 
days, but thereafter continuously cold weather was experienced, 
and during the last sixty years October has been colder only in 
1896. The most acute cold occurred with shifts of the wind to 
north and north-west; on night of 6th the thermometer in screen 
at Eskdalemuir fell to 21, and lowest readings for the month were 
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recorded generally on 29th—as low as 16° at Braemar (with qe 
on an exposed thermometer) and 18° at Balmoral and West 
Linton. -On 26th and 27th the days were especially cold. ‘The 
mean of the reporting stations was 48°°1, or 3°°5 below the normal, 
the days being 3°-6 and the nights 3°-3 below their respective 
averages. The highest reading was 67° at Gordon Castle on 2nd. 

In most eastern districts the aggregate rainfall differed little from 
the normal ; at some points there was a slight deficiency ; and there 
were a good many days with no rain or only moderate falls. Hlse- 
where in Scotland the month was an extremely wet one, with more . 
than twice the normal in some western and south-western districts. 
At Rothesay (10°50 in.) the month appears to have been the 
wettest October for at least 100 years; at Greenock it was the 
wettest since 1874; and in Shetland the wettest on record. Very 
generally also in England, Wales, and Ireland there was a large 
excess, except here and there in eastern districts. In Scotland 
Kinlochquoich had as much as 254 in., Glen Etive and Glenquoich 
fully 19 in., and Gruline (Mull) and Roshven about 16 in. There 
were numerous considerable rainstorms affecting more or less 
extended areas, especially between 20th and 30th. Falls 
exceeding 3 in. were registered at Gruline on 20th, and at Kinloch- 
quoich on both 22nd and 24th; at Kinlochquoich the rainfall from 
20th to 24th amounted to about 114 in. ‘The most general rain- 
storm occurred on 24th. The number of rain days in‘ north and 
west was unusually large, many places having only one or two days 
without rain. ‘The mean of the reporting stations was 6:10 in., or 
156 per cent. of the normal. 

Wind force was, as a rule, high; on 24th and 25th a severe gale 
from between south-west and north-west was general; and on 29th 
and 30th the weather was again very stormy. The gale of 24th 
and 25th caused structural damage at places and in various districts 
many trees were uprooted. : 

Wintry weather was experienced from 5th to 7th, with snow 
and hail in several districts; early on 26th a considerable‘ snow- 
storm was general, with further falls in some districts on 27th and 
28th. In general the snow-covering quickly disappeared. _ 

Thunderstorms occurred at one or two points towards south- 
west on 23rd and 24th, and somewhat widely on evening of 25th. 

_ Sunshine amounts were above the normal in the east ; but below 
it elsewhere. : 

Aurora was observed somewhat widely on 13th, at Aberdeen on 


28th, and at Baltasound (Shetland) on 7th, 11th, 13th, 14th, 15th, 
and 23rd. 


November 1917.—The month was characterised by a slightly 
high mean pressure; an abnormally high mean temperature, with ° 
a slightly low mean daily range; a very high mean rainfall; and a 
large excess of south-westerly winds. 

From about 8rd to 9th and from 20th onwards conditions were 
of a very unsettled type, with specially rapid fluctuations of 
pressure on 24th and 25th, when a depression moved on an east- 
south-easterly track through the Orkneys to Denmark. The mean 
for the month was 29-846 in., or 0-036 in. above the normal. At 
Leith, at sea-level, pressure reached 30 in. from 2nd to Ath, from 
1th to 20th, on 22nd, and on 26th, the extremes there being 
30°40 in. on 18th and 29-083 in. on 9th. 


= 
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Temperature conditions were in great contrast to those of the 
preceding month. During the first ten days or so, indeed, the 
thermometer remained at a low to moderate level, but during the 
second half of the month abnormally mild conditions were 
interrupted only by a rather sharp touch of cold around 25th, with 
a northerly wind in the rear of the depression noted above. From 
this there was a rapid recovery, and at the end of the month the 
nights were notably mild except in northern districts. At Leith 
on the nights of both 28th and 29th temperature did not fall below 
53°. ‘The average level of the thermometer was much above the 
normal and decidedly above that for October, whereas with a 
normal seasonal progression of temperature the mean temperature 
of November should be fully 5° below that of October. The 
lowest readings for the month were 22° at Dungavel and 23° at 
Kskdalemuir both on night of 25th-26th, and only rarely has 
temperature failed to fall to some lower level in the month of 
November. The mean of the reporting stations was 44°-4, or 3°-2 
above the normal, the days being 3°-0 and the nights 39-3 above 
their respective averages. The highest reading was 61° at 
Kirkcaldy on 21st. 

An unusual preponderance of south-westerly winds again 
brought about a great contrast between the rainfalls of eastern 
and western districts. In east and south-east and also in south 
and south-west there was a moderate or slightly deficient rainfall. 
In north, on the other hand, aggregates were large, and in west 
and north-west there was a very large excess, with more than twice 
the normal at various places and some notable ‘‘ records.’’ Thus 
at Rothesay (10-44 in.) the month, following an unprecedentedly 
wet October at that place, appears to have been the wettest 
November for at least 100 years; at Poltalloch it was the wettest 
for at least 50 years; and at Glenquoich (27-41 in.) the wettest for 
at least 40 years. Heavy rains were general on night of 5th—as 
much as 2 in. at Kilmarnock; but from 7th to 23rd there were few 
falls of importance outside northern and north-western districts. 
From 23rd onwards conditions were extremely unsettled, with 
abnormally heavy falls in west and north-west. At Kinlochquoich 
nearly two-thirds of the month’s huge aggregate of 36 in. fell 
between 23rd and 380th, with as much as 4°47 in. on 28rd and 
5-82 in. on 28th; and at Glenquoich about half the month’s total 
during the last five days. The most widespread rainstorms 
occurred on 28th and 29th, but in some eastern and south-western 
districts falls on these days were quite unimportant. The observer 
at Ford on Loch Awe noted that it ‘‘rained continuously from 
morning of 26th to evening of 30th, except for a few hours on 
afternoon of 27th.’’ Elsewhere various places had falls of lin. or 
more on both 28th and 29th. The mean of the reporting stations 
was 5-71 in., or 143 per cent. of the normal. 

Wind reached gale force at times between 5th and 7th, and 
from 23rd onwards very stormy weather prevailed. There was 
snow here and there around 6th, and from 24th to 26th a passing 
touch of wintry weather and moderate snowfalls, which quickly 
disappeared with the sharp rise of temperature and heavy rains. 
Flooding occurred in places on 6th, and to a serious degree in the 
Beauly district and elsewhere at the end of the month. 

A thunderstorm occurred at Greenock and elsewhere on evening 


of 24th. 
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Sunshine varied considerably—deficient towards the south-east, 
but fully equal to the normal at Aberdeen and Glasgow. 

Aurora was observed in Shetland, in Orkney, and at Aberdeen 
on 12th, and in Shetland again on 18th. a hee 


December 1917.—The month was characterised by an 
abnormally high mean pressure; a low mean temperature, with a 
slightly high mean daily range; a low mean rainfall; and an excess 
of north-westerly and northerly winds. 

At the very beginning of the month there was a rapid rise of 
pressure from a rather low level, and from 2nd onwards high 
readings for the most part prevailed, especially during the last 
ten days or so when conditions over Scotland were definitely anti- 
cyclonic. Around 16th a depression which moved south-south- 
eastwards from the west of Ireland influenced all parts of our 
Islands, and on 19th and 20th a short-lived depression appeared 
off the west of Scotland. The mean for the month of 30-162 in. 
was 0:4385 in. above the normal, and the highest on record for 
December during the last 60 years. At Leith, at sea-level,” 
readings from 2nd onwards fell below 30 in. only from 7th to 9th, 
and on 14th, 16th, and 20th, the extremes there being 30°65 in. on 
29th, and 29°35 in. on Ist. 7 | 

From 2nd to 4th and again from 10th to 12th there were 
incursions of severe cold with northerly winds, whilst from 16th to 
23rd very wintry weather prevailed. Outside these periods 
temperature maintained a fairly high level and fluctuations were 
moderate. Lowest readings reported were 5° at Braemar on 22nd 
(with 0° on a thermometer exposed in the open); and 8° at 
Balmoral and Logie Coldstone on 4th. The mean of the reporting 
stations was 36°°5, or 19-8 below the normal, the days being 1°°5 
and the nights 2°-0 below their respective averages. ‘The highest 
reading was 57° at Ardtornish on 1st. 3 

As regards rainfall, the month provided a welcome change from 
the excesses of October and November, and in nearly all parts of 
our Islands proved a very dry one. In Scotland the general rain- 
fall was less than two-thirds of the normal, and towards the north- 
east some stations had aggregates of only about 1 in. or less. In 
Shetland alone was there an excess for the month. During the 
first few days there were some moderate falls, partly consisting of 
snow, and around the middle of the month conditions were very 
unsettled. On night of 19th various districts had rather heavy 
falls, in some places largely accounted for by snow, and at Glasgow 
the “rainfall equivalent ’’ was fully 1 in. From 21st onwards 
fair to fine conditions were seldom interrupted. At Dumfries no 
precipitation occurred after 21st, and the observer at Cargen 
reported that the eleven days at the close of the month were more 
like spring than mid-winter. There were falls, however, towards 
north from 22nd to 24th and towards south-east from 28th to 31st. 
The mean of the reporting stations was 2°49 in., or 59 per cent. of 
the normal. 3 

On Ist and 2nd and between 14th and 17th stormy weather 
prevailed with winds from some northerly point. There were 
considerable falls of snow at the beginning of the month; in some 
districts on 8th and 9th; very generally around 16th; in. various 
districts on 19th and 20th; and here and there on 25th. At Perth 
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the storm on 19th was exceptionally severe with a level fall of snow 
of 6 in., and many telephone wires were brought down. 

A thunderstorm occurred at Rothesay on 7th; and in Orkney 
and Shetland and at a few points in west and north-west on after- 
noon or evening of 14th. 

There was a good deal of gloomy weather, but sunshine 
aggregates were in general fully equal to the normal. Dense fog 
occurred in Glasgow on 27th and 28th. 

Aurora was observed at Aberdeen on 7th and 8th; at Baltasound 
on 14th; very widely on 16th; and in Orkney and Shetland on 
19th. The display of 16th was exceptionally brilliant. 

St. Elmo’s Fire was observed at Baltasound on evening of 14th.

The ‘“* Height of Station ’’ is that of the cistern of the Barometer 
above Mean Sea-Level, or, where no barometer is in use, the height 
of the rain-gauge above Mean Sea-Level. 

It is to be noted that the observations of pressure have not been 
adjusted to mean sea-level or Lat. 45°, but are at the heights and 
latitudes of the various stations. 

The Air Temperatures are from standard thermometers exposed 
in the regulation ‘‘ Stevenson Screen,’’ or in a screen closely 
approaching the regulation pattern. 

The averages for Temperature and Rainfall referred to in the 
statistics for individual stations are in general for the 35-year period 
1881-1915. For stations at which the available observations do 
not cover the entire 35-year period averages have been adjusted by 
comparison with neighbouring stations. The Sunshine averages 
are also for the 35-year period 1881-1915, or have been adjusted to 
that period. 

The amount of cloud is estimated on a scale of 0-10, and a day is 
reckoned as a day of ‘‘ clear sky ’’ if the average of the estimates at 
the hours of observation is less than 2, and as an ‘‘ overcast ”’ day 
if the average is greater than 8. 

The hours of observation refer to Greenwich Mean Time 
ee ee 0 OF i a.
